Is THE NORTH DAKOTA PAINT 
LAW CONSTITUTIONAL? 


The important and far reaching case 
of a number of paint manufacturers 
against the government of North Da- 
kota involving the constitutionality of 
the North Dakota paint law, will come 
up for hearing before the United States 
Supreme Court during the coming 
week. The Reporter will publish the 
full text of the arguments which will 
without doubt make unusually inter- 
esting reading. Meanwhile, on another 
page of this issue, will be found a 
short history of the famous suit and a 
synopsis of the arguments pro and- 
con, which will occupy the attention of 
the highest court of the land. 

This case is one which, quite apart 
from its direct bearing upon the paint 
trade, involves the point as to the 
right of States to enact laws relative to 
the component parts of any manu- 
factured goods, offered for sale within 
their boundaries, when such goods do 
not come within the catagory of food 
and drugs. 

It will be remembered in this in- 
stance that the government of North 
Dakota passed a law which established 
a formula for prepared paints and 
which entailed upon manufacturers the 
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necessity of labeling all products which 
were not in conformity with the said 
formula. The prescribed formula com- 
prised what is known as pure carbonate 
of lead, pure oxide of zinc, pure linseed 
oil, pure spirits of turpentine, pure 
japan driers and pure colors. Manu- 
facturers resented the restrictions so 
imposed and had a bill filed the day 
after the North Dakota statute went 
into force, restraining the director of 
the North Dakota Government Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station from en- 
forcing the provisions of the act upon 
the ground that it was unconstitution- 
al, and a temporary restraining order 
prayed for in the bill of complaint was 
served upon the defendant. The legal 
tangle which followed these proceed- 
ings was only unravelled when the 
United States Circuit Court ordered the 
restraining order vacated and entered 
a decree dismissing the bill for want of 
equity. From this decree the manu- 
facturers have appealed to the Supremé 
Court of the United States, and it is 
to the remarkably interesting questions 
which will arise that we draw the spe- 
cial attention of Reporter readers,

alcohol to consider with care the latest 
set of instructions to collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue, promulgated by the 
commissioner. The text of these in- 
structions appears elsewhere in this is- 
sue, and last week, under the caption 
“Medieinal Preparations Containing 
Alcohol,’’ the Reporter printed a de- 
cision by the same authority which 
made plain that many so-called medi- 
cines contain alcohol in such quanti- 
ties that they are hereafter to be treat- 
ed promptly as beverages, and, as such, 
are subject to a rectifiers’ tax. The de- 
partment, however, seemed disposed to 
be lenient to those manufacturers who 
have acted in good faith, and, that they 
might not be subject to undue annoy- 
ance and loss through the imposition 
of a sudden tax, it was announced that 
the commissioner would allow ample 
time to them to modify, if they so 
wished, their present formulas to con- 
form with the regulations respecting 
legitimate medicinal preparations, as 
defined by the department. 

It would appear now, however, ac- 
cording to the circular letter, that no 
further time is to be allowed and that 
revenue agents are to act summarily 
upon receipt of their orders. 

The commissioner claims that the 
drug trade has already had two years’ 
notice wherein to work off their sur- 
plus stocks, and that no further exten- 
sion of time is necessary. It will there- 
fore behoove those who have such goods 
for sale to overhaul their stocks if 
they would avoid the annoyance and 
possible imposition of a special tax, 

From a perusal of the commissioner’s 
instructions it will be seen that they 
are designed primarily to apply to 
those States where prohibitory laws are 
in force. The Federal authorities do 
not purpose specifically to co-operate 
with the local authorities for the sup- 
pression of the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages, but they will consider the fact 
that these laws are in force should 
any attempt be made to evade them by 
the sale of intoxicants under the guise 
of medicine. It has been these same 
prohibitory laws which have fostered 
the manufacture of the preparations 
complained of, and which have, in the 
eyes of the government, rendered the 
present regulations necessary. 

After reciting the fact that it is not 
the intention of the department to in- 
terfere in any way with the business of 
the manufacture and sale of genuine 
medicines, and that the courts have 
uniformly held the use of spirituous 
liquors and wines in the preparation 
of medicines to be lawful and not sub- 
ject to a liquor dealers’ tax when these 
preparations are not for use as a bev- 
erage, the commissioner proceeds to 
define the cases which will hereafter 
be considered as an infraction of the 
law. He has divided the cases for con- 
sideration into three classes; first, that 
class of preparation sold under the 
name of a medicine, but intended in 


reality to be consumed as a beverage; 
such preparations, he says, are usually 
manufactured for sale in localities 
where spirituous liquors cannot be 
legally sold; second, that class which 
are “really medicines but which con- 
tain alcohol considerably in excess of 
what is necessary to hold in solution 
or preserve the medicinal ingredients,” 
and third, that class which contains 
no more alcohol than necessary to hold 
the medicinal agents in solution. 

The decision as to the first two classes 
is that the manufacturers thereof are 
liable as rectifiers and that persons 
selling them are liable ag liquor or 
malt liquor dealers and the question 
of good faith on the part of the dealer 
is not to be considered. The tests for 
determining the three classes are simple 
enough. In the first case it is neces: 
sary only to prove that the compound 
contains more alcohol than is necessary 
to preserve the medicinal agents used, 
or if the drugs are used “in such small 
quantities as to give the preparation 
little therapeutic value.’’ These facts, 
taken into consideration with the pos- 
sibility that these preparations are in- 
tended for consumption in prohibition 
districts, will be deemed sufficient to 
place the preparation in the catagory 
of the first or second class, and sub- 
ject to tax. The only case where the 
seller of preparations of the third case 
is to be held liable to tax occurs when 
there is legal evidence that the goods 
purchased were consumed bev- 
erage and the dealer knew pur- 
pose for which they were bought. “It 
is the character of the goods,” says 
the commissioner, “as determined by 
all the facts and circumstances con- 
nected with the manufacture and sale 
that puts them in the first, second or 
third class.”’ 

The collector is warned before mak- 
ing demand for payment of tax to thor- 
oughly assure himself of all the facts 
as to manufacture and sale and to be 
careful that no legitimate business is 
interfered with. 
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THE POSITION OF ARSENIC 


The Reporter in its issue of Septem- 
ber 14 called attention in a market re- 
port to the unsettled condition of ar- 
senic and intimated, between the lines, 
a bearish condition. The paragraph at- 
tracted some attention of interested 
parties and caused at the time not a 
little adverse comment. That the facts 
and the premises, however, were well 
founded subsequent events have proved. 
Arsenic at the time of the report re- 
ferred to was nominally quoted at 7% 
@7%c, though it was known that buy- 
ing offers just then would have found 
acceptance at 74%c. The bearish tenor 
of the report had its origin in the 
heavy orders booked for next year at 
from 6%@6%éc., according to shipment, 
and to the fact that consumers having 
protected their interests far enough 
ahead to stand a long siege, were not 
likely to lend much buying support 
in the near future. 

Those interested in the maintenance 
of high prices did not calculate upon 
the entire absence of speculation this 
year, and the present market has in 
consequence proved a disappointment to 
many. It was thought, not earlier than 
a week ago, that arsenic, then selling 
at 74c., was a safe and profitable pur- 
chase; but the current price has dropped 
to 6%c. and does not look particularly 
strong even at this figure. 

Contrasted with the market of Feb- 
ruary, 1906, which was quoted at 12c., 
the chemical looks cheap and it may 
be remembered that the high water 
mark of last year was reached within 
a month of the time when it was sell- 
ing at 4%c. But the conditions which 
made such thing possible then, do not 
obtain to-day. Arsenic has been com- 
ing in quite freely and stocks in ware- 
house have been gradually accumula- 
ting. The holders notwithstanding ex- 
pressed confidence that buyers would 
be forced into the market before it 
could grow weak from its own weight, 
and for a time it was a mere question 
between buyer and seller as to which 
of the two could hold out the longer. 
The former made no move, nor did the 
latter attempt to force an issue, The 
situation was that of a listless waiting 


as a 
the 


market with prices nominally un- 
changed. Meanwhile with stocks grow- 
ing heavier and no ready movement in 
sight, the weakness of the holders be- 
came apparent. It may be inferred 
too that the monetary situation at the 
moment makes the carrying of all mer- 
chandise a burden that few can readily 
shoulder, and is anyting but conducive 
to demand beyond the positive require- 
ments of the consuming trade,

LEMON OIL MUST BE UP TO 
STANDARD. 


One of the most disturbing conditions 
under which local essential oil import- 
ers have labored for some time has 
been the detention and frequent rejec- 
tion of large quantities of lemon oil for 
alleged failure to conform to the re- 
quirements of the Pure Food and Drug 
law. There has been the most flagrant 
disregard of the standard fixed by the 
government, according to an unques- 
tionable authority. It has been a prac- 
tice, he says, to resort to the crude and 
readily detected method of adulteration 
with mineral oils, turpentine and al- 
cohol, and to such an extent has the 
practice been carried that another au- 
thority has been led to term it “One of 
the most rascally cases of adulteration 
on record,” 

The charge is a serious one. We are 
advised that one importation received 
within the last week was found to con- 
tain no less than 20 per cent. of petro- 
leum base. Those who are familiar with 
the natural conditions governing the 
lemon oil market in Messina will not be 
puzzled to appreciate the circumstances 
which have led to this notorious so- 
phistication, but to those who have not 
been in touch with the situation it may 
be of interest to learn that speculation 
was a paramount feature of the Messina 
market for last season’s goods and that 
some shippers experienced considerable 
difficulty in meeting their engagements 
for this country, on whose account 
large sales had been made after the 
keenest kind of competition, which per 
consequence brought values to a level 
deemed to be unwarrantably low. 

This failure to complete the terms 
of agreement occasioned serious embar- 
rassment and in some instances re- 
sulted in substantial losses to members 
of the local trade who were forced to 
provide their requirements at double 
the primary cost basis. 

When the trouble over the admission 
of goods began to assume a vexatious 
aspect a representative of the Messina 
Chamber of Commerce was delegated 
to confer with authorities here, but 
the results of his intervention do not 
seem to have wrought any tangible 
change to the situation as yet. Any 
attempt he may have made to justify 
a twenty per cent, adulteration in the 
exports of lemon oil to this country has 
not been disclosed, and we would sug- 
gest that he can best serve his interests 
by enlightening the producers upon his 
return to Sicily in the fact that the 
United States no longer affords the 
ready outlet for goods of questionable 
quality and inferior test which has been 
an open boast abroad, and that for the 
new crop shipments the standards of 
the new law must be rigidly adhered 
to. 

Another phase of the question which 
does not afford the same easy solution 
is the pinene test. This seems to have 
come as an incident to the disclosures 
of adulteration. We learn that em1- 
nent authorities recognize traces of 
pinene in lemon oil as but natural, and 
urge that no restriction be placed upon 
the goods when it is found in quan- 
tities so small as to preclude the idea 
of its having been added as an adul- 
terant. The prevailing test for de- 
termining the presence in oil of lemon 
of pinene or oil of turpentine as an 
adulterant is known as fractionation, 
which involves distillation followed by 
the use of the polariscope. By optical 
rotation it is claimed that the minutest 
suggestion of foreign matter is exposed. 
The test employed by the government 
is said to be the nitrosochloride method, 
which, it is stated, has never received 
commercial recognition. What ever 
conflict there may be over this ques- 
tion is rather one for theoretical ex- 
ploitation. If our importations of 





lemon oil are of a standard that can 
satisfy the authorities that the prod- 
uct has been prepared under natural 
and reasonably careful conditions, 
other considerations will be of no prac- 
tical concern.

A report from Belzoni, Miss., states 
that the Belzoni oil mill burned down 
recently, entailing a loss of $40,000, on 
which there was $20,000 insurance, Only 
the main structure in which was the 
machinery was destroyed. The origin 
is unknown. 


Articles of ineorporation have been 
filed at Dover, Del., by the Porto Rico 
Phosphate Company of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
to manufacture and deal in phosphates. 
The incorporators are S, A. Will, Geo. 
W. Smith and Harry Lesseman, all of 
Pittsburgh. The concern is capitalized 
at $100,000. 


The Jacoby Art Glass Company, of 
St. Louis, Mo., has been incorporated, 
with a capital stock of $25,000, by Her- 
man H. Jennie, C. and Charles C, Ja- 
coby, and Henry W. Becker and Alford 
TT. Tottlinger, the object of the cor- 
poration being to manufacture and deal 
in art leaded glass. 


James B. Reynolds, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in charge of cus- 
toms; Marion de Vries, President of the 
Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers, and Judge Byron Ss. Waite, 
who have been abroad since September 
17, are expected to return to their of- 
ficial duties on or about November 15.

J. A. Chambers, one of the best 
known glass manufacturers in the 
country, president of the Chambers 
Window Glass Company, of Pittsburgh, 
has admitted the insolvency of that 
company in a statement attached to 
a petition in bankruptcy filed in the 
United States District Court, at Pitts- 
burgh. The petition was filed by the 
General Chemical Company. 


Messrs. Russell & Co., of Toronto, 
have secured twenty thousand acres on 
Bruce Peninsula, Manitoulin Island, 
for a syndicate and have.let a contract 
for the development of oil and gas 
wells. Other companies that have 
holdings in the district are the Island 
Oil Company, the Georgian Bay Oil 
Company, Benneman & Trees Oil Com- 
pany and the Tekhumah Oil Company. 


Arthur S. Somers, of the dry color 
house of Fred L. Lavanburg, who was 
elected first vice-president of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion at the Cincinnati meeting, is the 
Democratic candidate for sheriff of 
Kings County, New York. The many 
friends of Mr. Somers are outspoken 
in their support and regard the chances 
of his election as growing more favor- 
able every day. 
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The Chicago Plate Glass Company, 
of Chicago, Ill., has applied for an IIli- 
nois charter.

As an indication of the continued 
opium shipments from India to China, 
Consul-General Michael, of Calcutta, 
states that during the week ending 
August 20, 782% chests of opium were 
removed trom the warehouse in Bom- 
bay. Of these 749% were shipped to 
China, 32 were bought for the govern- 
ment of Madras, 19% for the govern- 
ment of Bombay, 2 by the farmer at 
Bhownagar, 3 by the farmer at Nasik 
and 6% by the farmer of Poona, 


The Consumers Oil Company, re- 
ported from Austin as having with- 
drawn from Texas, only nominally did 
so. Its six mills in Texas and Arkansas, 
three in each State, were sold to Louis 
Cc. Enle of Chicago. The mills are lo- 
cated at Houston, Waco, Greenville, 
Texas; Little Rock, Forest City, Pine 
Bluff, Ark. John Bowles of Houston, 
the manager of the entire circuit, says 
the sale was made in Chicago. The 
price is unknown. The capacity of the 
mills is 120 tons each per day. The 
mills will continue in operation. 


The organization of another fertilizer 
company for Bessemer, Ala., is under 
way. It will have a capital stock of 
$50,000, and will construct large build- 
ings for the manufacture of fertilizers 
and chemicals. This is the sec- 
ond plant of the kind to locate in 
Jessemer. The plant will be ready for 
shipping its output the coming year. 
It is the intention of the company to 
increase the capital stock as soon as 
the sales of the product warrant, and 
it will be no surprise if the industry 
will be one of the best in the South. 


The Imperial Glass Company, whose 
plant at Beaver Falls, Pa., was de- 
stroyed by fire, has leased the old Jef- 
ferson flint glass plant at Steubenville, 
O., for the term of one year and will 
make glass as soon as the factory can 
be gotten in readiness. Fire has been 
started in the twelve-pot furnace and 
the management expect to be turning 
out bottles in a short time. The of- 
ficers of the company have also de- 
cided to build a six-ring continuous 
tank and it is reported that workmen 
are already engaged putting up the 
foundation. 


Newspaper advices from British Co- 
lumbia state that sulphur deposits on 
an extensive scale have been located by 
a resident of Saanich district. Speci- 
mens of the sulphur taken from the 
surface have been shown to local chem- 
ists and they have pronounced it of 
good value. The deposit is said to be 
very extensive, being traced for a long 
distance over the farms in the vicinity. 
The supplies of sulphur used locally are 
at the present time brought from Japan 
by sailing vessel and steamer for the 
most part. The raw sulphur is stated 
to be at eighteen dollars per ton. 


Two suits in equity have been filed 
in the United States Circuit Court at 
Pittsburgh by the Window Glass Ma- 
chine Company, and the American 
Window’ Glass Company, against 
James A. Chambers, Harry G. Slingluff, 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, and 
the Tiga Company, alleging infringe- 
ment of patents for an apparatus for 
drawing glass and for cooling retard- 
ers. The patent for the former device 
was granted to Chambers, as trustee, 
and, it is alleged, the exclusive rights 
were transferred by him to the Window 
Glass Machine Company. An injunc- 
tion and an accounting of profits are 
asked by the plaintiffs. 


A dispatch from Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
says:—‘Natural gas has been struck 
four miles north of Grenfell, Manitoba. 
The spot where the strike was made is 
situated on the government road al- 
lowance. The discovery was made by 
a farmer living in the vicinity, who de- 
tected a sound of gas issuing from the 
ground. The smell of gas being evi- 
dent, a match was applied, with the re- 
sult that the gas at once ignited. Con- 
siderable importance is attached to the 
discovery, and a party of citizens has 
been out to inspect the ground. As a 
result of this inspection, it is confident- 
ly believed that gas exists in paying 
quantities, and steps will at once be 
taken to develop it.” 


Swift & Company of Chicago have 
completed their large cottonseed-oil re- 
fining plant at Charlotte, N. C., at a 
reported expenditure of nearly $400,000. 
The plant is located in North Char- 
lotte, on the Southern Railway, and 
consists of two brick and steel struc- 
tures, one of which is used as the pow- 
er-house, and equipped with two 160- 
pound boilers, while the other is 
equipped with the necessary refining 
machinery. There are nine large sta- 
tionary tanks for oil and a water tank 
of 40,000 gallons capacity. Other facili- 
ties include an office building, 100-8,000- 
gallon tank cars, scales and other 
equipment. The plant will be operated 
by B. B. Shuler, manager, and F. J. 
Garvey, superintendent. 


Charles J. Lynn, general manager of 
Eli Lilly & Co., Indianapolis, Ind., ac- 
companied by Mrs. Lynn, has been visit- 
ing a number of the interesting points 
on the Pacific coast, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lynn do not expect to return to In- 
dianapolis until the close of Novem- 
ber. 


Among the newly elected members of 
the Drug and Chemical Club is A, A.

Chemical Works. Mr. Wasserscheid 
has grown up with this concern, with 
which he has been associated for fifteen 
years. To celebrate the event Mr. H. 
T. Jarrett, the manager of the New 
York branch of the company, enter- 
tained Mr. Wasserscheid and Mr, Snow- 
ber, the latter a new addition to the 
company’s staff, at luncheon on Fri- 
day last. 

One of the most important announce- 
ments made in some time regarding the 
oil and gas fields of Kent is that the 
International Mining Company of Bos- 
ton has entered the field, having pur- 
chased the interests of the Norton, 
Church & Bowlby Company, which has 
held some of the best leases in the 
field. The president of the company is 
Hon. Sidney O. Bigney, of Attleboro, 
Mass., who is one of the largest, if 
not the largest, manufacturing jeweler 
in the States. The treasurer is George 
T. Sleeper, of Boston. The American 
Investment Company of Boston is also 
llterested througn its agent, Joseph 
Hallen. 


A violent storm, the 
present season, raged all along the 
Newfoundland coast last Monday. 
Many marine disasters are feared, as a 
large number of fishing vessels are 
moving along the coast from Labrador. 
Shipping at St. Johns, N, &., is tied up 
by the gale. Reports from different 
parts of the coast state that much 
damage has been done to fishing prop- 
erty. At Halifax, N. S., a snowfall of 
three inches is recorded, but farther 
north the fall was greater. The Glouces- 
ter (Mass.) fishing schooner Scepter 
struck on the rocks of Scatterie Island, 
Cape Breton, and was totally wrecked. 
The crew escaped to land after a try- 
ing experience. The schooner was built 
at Essex, Mass., in 1901, and registered 
91 tons. 


A million dollar company has been 
formed at Cartersville, Ga., according 
to recent advices, to manufacture oil 
and meal from the okra plant. Experi- 
ments have been conducted with com- 
mon garden okra, which is a native of 
the West Indies, where it is known as 
“gumbo,” or technically as hybiscus 
esculentis. It is said that an acre 
of okra will produce more oil from 
seed than an acre of cotton. The oil 
is said to be greatly superior to olive 
oil, and easy to refine. Although the 
plant would be productive of almost 
untold wealth for its fiber alone, it will 
be shown that the fiber is only a part 
of its value, and that its products will 
be so many and varied that the plant 
will come at once into prominence and 
be given a place beside cotton. The 
fiber can be used in the manufacture 
of anything from paper to brushes, it 
is said; the stalk also furnishes a 
most excellent material for the manu- 
facture of cheap white paper. The 
leaves of the plant, according to chem- 
ists, are fine for stock food.

A dispatch from Baton Rouge, La., 
states that the members of the Louis- 
iana Cotton Ginners’ Association have 
declared they will build cottonseed oil 
mills and operate them themselves on 
a co-operative basis rather than sell 
their seed at a low figure to the mill 
men if they think there is a possibility 
of a ¢Gombination among the mills to 
keep down the price of seed. Some of 
the members of the association who 
have been in the city have suggested 
this as a possible solution for the ques- 
tion. The plan proposed is for the cot- 
ton planters themselves to co-operate 
in the building of a large cottonseed 
oil mill centrally located or, if neces- 
sary, several of them, and in this way 
they point out that they could get for 
their seed the market price of the 
crude oil. Some of the members have 
even declared that they would go fur- 
ther, and that if they could not get a 
fair price for the cottonseed oil from the 
refineries in the North, that they would 
build refineries in the State and turn 
out themselves the finished product. In 
this way they would get the benefit of 
the entire profit.

Supreme Court to Decide Va- 
lidity of North Dakota

ARGUMENTS ON APPEAL FROM CIRCUIT 
COURT WILL BE HEARD DURING 
COMING WEEK—CASE WILL DE- 
CIDE THE RIGHTS OF A STATE 
TO ENACT STATUTES RE- 
EPECTING QUALITY OF 
GOODS AND CONDI- 

TIONS OF SALE 
WITHIN ITS 
BOUNDARIES. 


Washington, Oct. 25, 1907. 

The now famous case of the Heath & 
Milligan Manufacturing Company et al. 
vs. J. H. Worst, director of the North 
Dakota Government Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, has been set for argument 
before the U. S. Supreme Court during 
the coming week. The validity of the 
North Dakota pure paint law is involved 
in the case, which has attracted much at- 
tention not only throughout the paint 
trade, but in other lines as well, because 
of its broad bearing upon the right of the 
States in the exercise of their police pow- 
ers to enact statutes prescribing the qual- 
ity and conditions of sale of other prod- 
ucts than those commonly included in the 
category of foods and drugs, 

The case comes to the United States Su- 
preme Court on an appeal from the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the 
district of North Dakota to review a final 
decree dismissing a bill to restrain the 
director of the North Dakota Govern- 
ment Agricultural Experiment Station 
from enforcing the provisions of the 
statute of North Dakota entitled “An act 
to prevent the adulteration of and decep- 
tion in the sale of white lead and mixed 
paints,’’ approved March 5, 1905, upon the 
ground that it is repugnant to the last two 
clauses of the first section of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States. The clauses of the 
Constitution referred to forbid the taking 
of property without due process of law 
and guarantee to all the equal protection 
of the law. 

The bill was brought by eleven paint 
manufacturing concerns, ten of which are 
corporations organized in various States 
other than North Dakota and one of 
which is a partnership of citizens of Penn- 
sylvania. ‘The bill was filed January 2, 
196, the first day on which it could be 
filed after the statute went into force. On 
the same day a temporary restraining or- 
der, as prayed for in the bill of com- 
plaint, was entered and served upon the 
defendant. Subsequently the motion of 
complainants for a preliminary injunction 
was heard and in the proceedings that 
followed a large amount of testimony was 
taken and reported to the court. here- 
upon the court denied the motion for a 
preliminary injunction and the restraining 
order previously issued was vacated. Ulti- 
mately a final decre was entered dismiss- 
ing the bill for want of equity. From this 
decree the complainants appealed to the U. 
S. Supreme Court on the constitutional 
grounds above referred to. 

In support of the contentions of the 
appellants, counsel will urge that the 
Statutory standard of mixed paint as fixed 
by the North Dakota law is unreasonable 
because it is vague, uncertain, arbitrary, 
too inclusive and unjustly exclusive. The 
statute makes it an offense for any one 
to manufacture for sale, expose for sale 
or sell within the State ‘“‘any mixed paint 
or compound intended for use as such, 
which contains any ingredient other than 
pure linseed oil, pure carbonate of lead, 
oxide of zinc, turpentine, Japan dryer and 
pure colors’’ without labeling same so as 
to show the quantity of each and every 
ingredient therein and the name and resi- 
dence of the manufacturer and the per- 
son for whom it is manufactured. Ad- 
mitting, for the sake of argument, that 
good mixed paint can be made for cer- 
tain limited purposes by using all the 
specified ingredients in proper proportions 
and keeping always in mind that colors 
are not necessary in white paint, it is 
contended that the evidence absolutely 
establishes that, given the limit of the 
ingredients specified in the statute, good 
mixed paint cannot be made except by 
using all the specified ingredients in cer- 
tain proportions. If carbonate of lead is 
used as the sole white pigment or if oxide 
of zinc is used as the sole white pigment 
the result necessarily is poor paint. If 
both are used the best result, generally 
speaking, is produced by a combination 
of the two statutory pigments in equal 
parts. Substantial variations from this 
formula in either direction give bad re- 
sults. The proportion of solids to liquids, 
it is insisted, should generally be as 6 
to 40; turpentine should make up a small 
part and linseed oil should make up the 
bulk of the vehicle, while a comparatively 
small amount of Japan dryer is all that 
serves a useful purpose. 

But the standard set up by the statute, 
counsel for the appellants will contend, is 
purely negative. The standard excludes 
all materials except those specified, and it 
merely allows the use of the specified ma- 
terials, and does not require that all those 
ingredients shall be used in a mixed paint 
to bring it up to the standard, nor does 
it provide a maximum or minimum for the 
percentage which any of the specified in- 
gredients shall constitute. It will also be 
contended in specifying “pure’’ carbonate 
of lead instead of ‘‘commercial’ carbon- 
ate of lead the Legislature of North Da- 
kota ignorantly specified an article which 
is totally unfit to be used as an ingredient 
of paint, thus leaving only one allowable 
white pigment, oxide of zinc, which all 
the evidence in the case shows can not 
make good paint if used as the sole white 
pigment. 

It will further be urged that there are 
materials other than carbonate of lead 
and oxide of zinc, which in some cases 
may be used in connection therewith and 
in other cases may be used instead there- 
of, which, either without carbonate of 
lead or oxide of zinc or in connection with 
one or both of these, according to cir- 
cumstances, are as efficient as, and in 
some respects more efficient than car- 
bonate of lead or oxide of zinc or a com- 
bination of the two. Among these mate- 








rials it is claimed are sublimed lead, 
standard zinc lead white, zinc made from 
Western ores (which carries in its natural 
composition varying proportions of sul- 
phate of lead and oxide of zinc) and a 
product known variously to the trade as 
lithopone, charlton white, becton white, 
and Orr’s white, all of which names are 
used to describe an artificial, opaque white 
pigment consisting essentially of zine sul- 
phide, zinc oxide and barium sulphate, 

Based upon these contentions counsel 
for the appellant will ask the Supreme 
Court the question whether it is a proper 
exercise of the police power to fix a 
standard of purity for an article of com- 
merce which is an artificial compound not 
intended to be used as food, drink or 
drug, and not otherwise harmful, which 
can be made of equal efficiency by the 
use of various ingredients in varying pro- 
portions, which must of necessity be made 
of different ingredients depending upon 
the particular uses to which it may be 
put, the fancy or taste of the’ user, the 
atmospheric conditions to which it is to 
be exposed; the efficiency of which de- 
et es net only upon the ingredients used, 
ut equally upon the proportions in which 
they ere combined and upon mechanical 
processes of manufacture; for which ar- 
ticle there exists neither a natural stand- 
ard of purity nor a generally or widely ac- 
cepted standard of purity? If the Su- 
preme Court holds that the North Da- 
kota paint law is not a proper exercise of 
the police power, the statute will be nul- 
lified. 

The attorneys for the appelles, who will 
include the Attorney General of North Da- 
kota, in defense of the statute will assert 
that it is entirely competent for the Legis- 
lature of any State to pass a law de- 
signed for the protection of the people, 
even though it may not be designed ex- 
clusively to promote the health, peace, 
morals and good order of the people. 
Special burdens are often necesesary for 
general benefits, and while regulations for 
these purposes may press with more 
weight upon one individual than upon 
another they can not be held to be dis- 
criminatory when designed to promote 
the general good with as little inconve- 
nience as possible. 

With regard to the specific contentions 
of the appellants concerning the classifi- 
cation of paint material in the North Da- 
kota statute, it will be asserted that there 
is nothing arbitrary or unreasonable in 
the provisions of the law, the primary 
object of which is to compel every pack- 
age containing mixed paint to proclaim the 
ingredients of which it is composed. As 
to the apparent discrimination in favor 
of certain ingredients, notwithstanding 
the fact that others are used to some ex- 
tent by reputable manufacturers, it will 
be contended that such other materials 
have a more or less doubtful status, while 
those specified in the law are uniformly 
recognized as efficient and desirable in- 
gredients. Furthermore, the classification 
adopted in the statute is fully warranted 
by the situation disclosed in the testimony 
in the State courts and the Legislature 
was therefore justified in its action. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
this important case will probably be 
handed down at the present term, possi- 
bly immediately after the coming holiday 
recess,

OBITUARY. 


Henry Martin Polhemus. 

The Reporter has to sorrowfully record 
the death of Henry Martin Polhemus, so 
long and so intimately known to the 
chemical trade, who died at his residence, 
Astoria, L. I., Wednesday evening, Oc- 
tober 23. 

Mr. Polhemus was born in Astoria fifty- 
four years ago. After receiving his edu- 
cation in the public schools, he began his 
business career with the drug house of 
Coffin, Redington & Co. His ability and 
integrity soon won for him the position of 
buyer, which he held for ten years. In 
1884 he was employed by the firm of 
Gridley & Co., who then were the agents 
of a San Francisco house known as the 
Phenix Chemical Company, and in 1886 
was admitted to partnership in the former 
firm During 1891 the Phenix Chemical 
Company went out of business and the 
firm of Gridley & Co. dissolved. Mr. 
Polhemus then struck out for himself as 
a general drug and chemical broker, at 
8 William street, where he occupied of- 
fices until the time of his death. 

The deceased had been ailing for many 
weeks, but was only confined to his bed 
about a week. He died in the same 
house in which he was born. He leaves a 
widow, two sons and a daughter. The 
funeral was held Saturday last, and 
the interment was at Greenwood.

John Boydell, head of Boydell Bros. 
White Lead & Color Company, Detroit, 
Mich., died rather suddenly at the Har- 
per Hospital in that city, on Thursday, 
October 17, after what appeared at one 
time to be a comparatively slight illness. 

For over a year the deceased had not 
been in robust health and on October 2 
he succumbed to an acute attack of kidney 


trouble, which necessitated an operation 
at the hospital, and which finally re- 
sulted in his death. 

Mr. Boydell was born in Liverpool, 


Eng., December 11, 1842. When a boy his 
parents removed to the United States, 
settling near Detroit. He received a com- 
mon school education, and after several 
years of work as clerk, he took the po- 
sition of bookkeeper for the James H., 
Worcester Paint Company. Mr. Worces- 
ter’s business was resolved into the De- 
troit White Lead Works in 1865, and Mr. 
Boydell engaged in the paint business, 
buying a stock of painters’ supplies on his 
own account. A short time later his 
brother, William, joined him in the enter- 
prise, and they met with great success, 
The brothers then decided to venture 
into the manufacturing field. This they 
did in 1877. The growth of the business 
was such as to necessitate larger quarters 
and they erected a three-story building 
at 39 to 43 Fort street east. From that 
time their success was assured, and from 
time to time it was found necessary to 
add to the plant until it now is considered 


one of the largest of its kind in the 
State. 

When William Boydell died, John Boy- 
dell, with the aid of his son, J. Frank 


Boydell, took over the business and had 
managed it since.

The Standard Oil Trial at Chicago. 
APPEAL WILL BE TRIED IN FEBRUARY 
OR MARCH—PRESENT STATUS OF THE 
CASE—RESPONSE OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT TO COMPANY'S VOLUM- 
INOUS BILL OF EXCEPTIONS, 

Chicago, Oct. 24, 1907. 

It will be February or March before the 
Standard Oil appeal from Judge Landis’ 
decision is tried. The company’s bill of 
exceptions is voluminous and very much 
involved. 

The case stands as follows:—Judgment 
has been entered in the District Court 
opposing the sentence, a fine of $29,240,000. 
Appeal has been taken to the Court of 
Appeals of the Seventh Circuit and will 
be heard by Judges Grosscup, Baker and 
Seaman. The company’s time for filing 
its record has been fixed at Dec. 1. Its 
record must then be printed by the clerk 


of the court, whereupon briefs must be 
filed by both sides. Twenty days after 
the printing of the record are allowed 


Standard Oil for filing of its briefs and 
twenty days thereafter are allowed the 
Government for its briefs. 

Six principal arguments set forth by 
Standard Oil attorneys in their bill for ex- 
ceptions will be answered by the Govern- 
ment attorneys as follows:— 

First objection—That the Government 
attorneys failed to inform the defense of 
the Alton immunity agreement. 

Answer—The U. 8S. Supreme Court held 
in the whisky cases that where an ac- 
complice gives evidence in good faith, 
which leads to the conviction of another 






party, he has an equitable right to a par- 
don, and while the fact that he has given 
such testimony cannot be pleaded as a 
defense if afterwards an indictment is re- 
turned against him, yet it is the duty of 
the prosecuting attorney and the court to 
take cognizance of that fact. The Alton 
did produce such evidence, without which 
conviction of Standard Oil would have 
been impossible in this case, except on a 
few trifling counts. 

Even had there not been any promise 
of immunity made to the Alton people, 
they were entitled to go free. A prose- 
cuting attorney has no power to make 
such a contract, but the immunity car- 
ries itself, and even the Attorney Gen- 
eral could not add anything to it. Stand- 
ard Oil attorneys were aware of the law 
on this point. 

Second objection—That the Elkins act, 
under which the conviction was secured, 
was unconstitutional, 

Answer.—The Interstate Commerce act 
of 1887, and the provisions which made 
the offense criminal on the part of the 
railroad company, have been before the 
United States Supreme Court many times, 
That act did not make the taking of re- 
bates by a shipper criminal unti] the 
Elkins act was passed in 1893. The original 
act, which provided a penalty for re- 
bating by a railroad company, was sus- 
tained in at least a dozen different cases, 
It was the Elkins act that made the tak- 
ing of rebates illegal, but it is hardly to 
be believed that the Supreme Court, hav- 
ing decided that Congress had the power 
to pass a law against the giving of re- 
bates, has not also the power to pass a 
law against the acceptance of them. This 
precise question, however, has never been 
before the Supreme Court. 

Third objection—That as the Hepburn 
act was passed before indictments were 
returned, prosecution under the provisions 
of the Elkins law was illegal. 

Answer.—This brings up the first ques- 
tion that was argued in the case before 
Judge Landis. Then the point was that 
this indictment was returned for an of- 
fense which, it was claimed, was com- 
mitted under the old Elkins law of 1903. 
In 196 Congress passed the Hepburn act, 
which, while generally understood to be 
a distinctly new act, was in terms and 
effect an amendment of the Interstate 
Commerce act of 1887 and of the Elkins 
Iaw of 193. It purported to be nothing 
more, 

It did, however, substitute for section 1 
of the Elkins act a new section, which 
changed both the definition of the offense 
and the penalty, adding imprisonment. In 
defining the offense the word ‘“‘willfully”’ 
was added. So it was not essential that 
the offense was willful under the old law. 

Standard Oil attorneys argued that the 
substitution of the new section 1 of the 
new Elkins law amounted under the pro- 
visions of the Supreme Court to the re- 
peal of old section 1; that old section 1, 





being repealed, the penalties incurred 
under it were extinguished unless they 
were saved by some other provisions of 


law. 

There is, however, a section, known as 
section 13 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides in substance that the repeal of a 
Federal statute shall not extinguish pen- 
alties for its violation. But in the Hep- 
burn act there was a special saving pro- 
Vision substantially to this effect, that all 
laws in conflict with the Hepburn act 
were repealed, and that prosecution then 
pending should be continued to the pro- 
visions of the old law. 

It was argued by Standard Oil attorneys 
that this special exception of the Hepburn 
act controlled, as against the general ex- 
ception of section 13. That question was 
decided by Judge Landis in favor of the 
Government, and since then has been de- 
cided by the United States Circuit Court 


of Appeals, just west of here, in cases 
that went up from St. Paul, Minn., in 
which violations of the Interstate Com- 


merce law were admitted, and the defense 
was made solely on this point. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit held two things, following 
Judge Landis’ reasoning closely. First, 
that the Hepburn act did not repeal the 
Elkins act, because it was not in conflict 
with it. Second, that section 13 did not 
control, for the reason that the special 
provision in the Hepburn act was not in- 
tended by Congress to be a saving clause 
to be substituted for section 13, but was 
simply a provision with reference to pro- 
cedure in the courts. 

Judge Vandeventer read 
which was very elaborate 
the laws of England and 
Two other. judges concurred 
opinion. , 

The Circuit Court of Appeals of_ this 
(Chicago) circuit has also considered the 
identical question in an immigration case, 
Judges Baker and Grosscup took the Gov- 
ernment’s view, but Judge Jenkins took 
the opposite view. Judge Seaman has suc- 
ceeded Judge Jenkins, who has retired. 
So there are six judges on record against 
this contention of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. 
Portis objection—That Judge Landis 
did not compute the number of violations 
correctly. 

Answer—Standard Oil attorneys began 
by arguing that only one offense was com- 
mitted. They tried to draw an analogy 
between it and the stealing of gas, in that 
it was a continuous offense, and that ioe 
therefore should be fined only 000. 
Then they said that if they erred in this 
view they should be fined only $60,000, or 
for three offenses. one each year for three 
years. Their. third contention was that 
they should be punished for only thirty- 
six violations, because the freight was 
paid every two weeks, for the period 
of eighteen months covered by the in- 
dictments. 

Government attorneys replied to these 
three contentions that the Interstate 
Commerce act makes it an offense to 
“offer, give or grant, solicit, accept or re- 
ceive a coneession or rebate whereby any 
property is transported in interstate com- 
merce at less than the rate named in 
published and filed tariffs.”” So by the ex- 
press language of the law every time 
they shipped at an unlawful rate they 
violated the law, and the test is not the 
naming of the rate nor the making of 
settlement, but the shipping of property 
at an unlawful rate. D 

Failing in all these contentions, the 
Standard Oil still held that it was fined 
for too many offenses (and this is the 
best point it can make in the new pro- 
ceedings). because some of the cars con- 
taining shipments for which they were 
convicted were sent forward under the

same shipping order, and were therefore 
parts of the same transaction. 

Fifth objection—That certain 
should not have been admitted. 

Answer—That is a point made in every 
lawsuit, 

Sixth objection—That Standard Oil ac- 
cepted the rates in question with the 
understanding that they were authorized 
rates.

Government Eneourages Use of 
Denatured Alcohol. 


CIRCULAR PREPARED BY COMMISSIONER 
OF INTERNAL REVENUE FOR COLLEC- 
TORS AND DEPARTMENT AGENTS 

URGES THEM TO BRING TO THE 
ATTENTION OF POSSIBLE CON- 
SUMERS THE RIGHTS AND 
PRIVILEGES OF MANUFAC- 
TURERS IN RESPECT TO THE 
CONSUMPTION OF FREE 
SPIRITS. 

Washington, Oct. 25, 1907. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has taken action of much significance with 
regard to the Government's free alcohol 
policy. Not content with providing the 
most liberal code of regulations con- 
sistent with the proper safeguarding 
of the revenue, he has prepared a 
circular addressed to colléctors and 
revenue agents throughout the coun- 
try, directing them to bring to the 
attention of manufacturers, in whose 
business denatured spirits can be used, 
the rights and priviliges bestowed by the 
original free alcohol law and the supple- 
mental statute, which went into force 
September 1. The Commissioner has thus 
undertaken, through the medium of the 
machinery of the internal revenue service, 
to enable manufacturers in all lines to 
secure the full benefits contemplated by 
Congress. In this connection he presents 
a simple interpretation of the somewhat 
elaborate regulations governing manufac- 
turers and demonstrates the ease with 
which the average plant can adapt itself 
to the use of denatured spirits. 

The circular of instructions, which will, 
no doubt, arouse greater interest than any 
document emanating from the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, since the adoption of 
the revised code of regulations, is as 


follows:— 

“Collectors and revenue agents are instruct- 
ed, as opportunities offer, to fully advise those 
in whose business alcohol can be used as to 
the rights and privileges of manufacturers 
using denatured alcohol in manufacturing pro- 
cesses. 

*‘Denatured alcohol may, under the law, be 
employed in the manufacture of anything ex- 
cept beverages or liquid medicinal preparations, 
Under the amendatory act of March 2, 1907, 
it may be employed in the manufacture of 
chloroform and ether. 

“Regulations 30, revised, authorize the use 
of either completely or specially denatured al- 
cohol in manufacturing processes. There are 
two formulae under which alcohol is dena- 
tured completely, to wit, the wood alcohol- 
benzine and the wood alcohol-pyradin  for- 
mulae. Completely denatured alcohol is sold 
on the market without restrictions. 

**Manufacturers using less than fifty gallens 
of completely denatured alcohol per month are 
not required to secure permit. Manufacturers 
using more than fifty gallons of such alcohol 
per month are required by regulations 30 to 
secure permit from the collector of internal 
revenue of the district in which the business 
is located. 

“No records are to be kept or returns made 
by manufacturers using completely denatured 
aicohol unless they recover alcohol for reuse. 
The manufacturer is simply required to keep 
the alcohol locked in a room or rooms any- 
where on his premises, and he may keep it in 
any room on his premises except one in which 
distilled spirits, wine or malt liquors are kept 
or stored, 

“Completely denatured alcohol may 
bought from dealers or denaturers in the open 
market and may be delivered in either stamped 
packages, or by transportation tanks (tank 
ears), or delivery tanks (tank wagons). It 
may be kept on the manufacturing premises, 
stored in stamped packages, >r in tanks spe- 
cially set aside for that purpose. 

‘‘Where completely denatured alcohol is not 
suitable for use in an industry, and denatured 
alcohol, withdrawn from bond free of tax, can 
be legally used in such industry, the regula- 
tions provide for the authorization of the use 
of alcohol denatured under a special formu!a 
If it should be found necessary, more than 
one formula will be authorized for the same 
industry. 

‘“‘Application for the special for- 
mula in an industry must be made to the 
collector of internal revenue, who will submit 
such application to this office for a decision. 
The use of a special formula has been author- 
ized in each of the following industries:— 

‘Shellac varnishes, photographic dry plates, 
embalming fluid, heliotropin, lacquers from sol- 
uble cotton, resin of podophyllum and similar 
products, manufacture of ethyl chloride, acetic 
ether, surgical ligatures, filaments for incan- 
descent electric lamps, silverware and bronze 
and of thermometer and barometer’ tubes, 
manufacture of celluloid, pyralin and similar 
products, transparent soap, manufacture of 
smoking and chewing tobacco, manufacture of 
photo-engravings, manufacture of fulminate ou. 
mercury, manufacture of imitation leather, 
manufacture of watches, manufacture of sul 
phuric ether, manufacture of sulphonmethane, 
purification of rubber, manufacture of pastes 
and varnishes from soluble cotton, manufac- 
ture of photographic collodion (2). 

‘“‘When a special formula for use in an in- 
dustrv has been authorized by this office, the 
individual manufacturer, desiring to qualify in 
order that he may use alcohol denatured under 
such formula at his manufacturing plant, shall 
make application to the collector for permit, 
in which he shall state the kind of business in 
which he is engaged and in which he desires 
to use denatured alcohol, and the location of 
his plant, and the formula he desires to em- 
ploy. 

‘*‘Manufacturers using specially denatured al- 
cohol must secure their alcohol direct from 
a denaturer—that is to say, either from a dis- 
tillery or a central denaturing bonded ware- 
house. They must give bond, the condition of 
which is that they wil! not misapply the alco- 
hol denatured for them and delivered to them 
for use in manufacture. The penal sum of the 
bond depends unon the quantity of alcohol the 
manufacturer uses. 

‘*Manufacturers using specially denatured al- 
cohol are required to provide a room in which 
to store the alcohol as it is received. They 
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is to have 
the alcohol 
the keys to 
be located 
This room 
storage of 


must also name a custodian who 
supervision over the room and 

stored therein—that is, to carry 

the room or any tanks that may 
therein for the storage of alcohol. 
must be used exclusively for the 
alcohol. 

“Such manufacturers are permitted to re- 
ceive alcohol in bulk from transportation or 
delivery tanks and to keep it stored in their 
storeroom in storage tanks. They are required 
to keep a record in which to enter the alcohol 
as it Is received and disposed of, and they 
are required to make a monthly return to the 
collector from this record. They are not re- 
quired, as formerly, to keep any record of the 
goods in the manufacture of which they use 
denatured alcohol. 

*“‘Manufacturers 
specially denatured alcohol 
recover the alcohol used by 
store it to a condition suitable 
may be done either at their 
plant under proper supervision, or it may be 
done at a bonded central restoring and rede- 
naturing plant, to which such recovered alco- 
hol can be shipped and from which it can be 
received ugain for reuse. 

‘Revenue agents, inspectors, deputy collec- 
tors and «ther revenue officers are instructed 
to carefull) investigate all industries in which 
denatured alcohol is being used or can be used, 
with the view of ascertaining how the regula- 
tions heretofore adopted operate, and what ob- 
jections there are, if any, to said regulations. 
It is the desire of this office to hear and con- 
sider any reasonable objections there may be 
to existing regulations. In view of the 
large number of industries in which de- 
natured alcohol is used, the various conditions 
under which, and the purposes for which, it is 
employed, it has always been realized here 
that the making of uniform regulations to 
meet all conditions in all industries to the en- 
tire satisfaction of all concerned would be dif- 
ficult of accomplishment. The regulations as 
applied to manufacturers as prepared and 
adopted huve been considered to an extent 
tentative This office. therefore, expects all 
the representatives of this bureau to ascertain 
and report existing conditions, and submit to 
this office any suggestions from manufacturers 
interested, made in good faith, and to submit 
themselves and suggestions as to amendments 
ar changes in the regulations that may appear 
to be desirable and practicable.*’

in the immediate vicinity was com- 
pleted about a year ago and was quite 
a good gasser, estimated at 1,000,000 
cubie feet a day. 
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Oil companies are in rapid formation 
in Pike County, Ind., following the dis- 
covery of oil on the T. H. Wood farm, 
nine miles south of Petersburg. 


Deen test wells will be drilled to ex- 
ploit the possibilities of a field at Sara- 
toga, Wyo., when oil was reported to 
have been encountered five feet below 
the surface. 


The Great Northern Oil and Gas 
Company of Kansas City has com- 
menced operations toward the develop- 
ment of oil and gas lands in Battineau 
county, North Dakota. 


If the present rate of oil production 
in Oklahoma can be maintained it is 
asserted that the year’s output will ex- 
ceed 40,000,000 barrels. the monthly 
average so far having been more than 
3,380,000 barrels. 


Prospects considered encouraging for 
the development of a new oil field he- 
tween Los Angeles and Wilmington. 
Cal., have been reported. The section 
is a continuation of the strata that 
made the Fullerton field. 


A revort from Viadivostock, received 
from the Island of Sakhalin, states that 
a new naphtha spring and a large 
naphtha lake have heen discovered near 
Nabilskaya Bay. The new fields are 
accessible to large steamers. 


Advices fram Jennings, La., note that 
eetivity in in the Tennines oil field con- 
tinues with unshated interest. About 
fourteen new ries were renorted drill- 
ing on the fields. The dailv outout oar 
the Jennings field is apnroximately 15.- 
0 barrels of good fluid. 


On McKowns creek, Walton district. 
Roene county. W. Va.. the Hamilton 
Mil Comnany has drilled its test on the 
M. Hivelvy farm throueh the Big Tnjun 
end hes a gasser with a capacity” of 
1.000,0% cubie feet a day. No oil or gas 
was found In the upper sand forma- 
tions, 


Rumors of rich oil fields in Door 
county, Wis., have been revived by the 
reported descovery of oil while a well 
was being drilled at Sturgeon Bay. 


The discovery of oil has been report- 
ed on the Orvis Elmore ranch, a mile 
from Petaluma and prospecting work 
is being pushed throughout Vallejo 
township and in the Lakeville district. 


A gasoline famine is said to be threat- 
ening Ogden, Utah, and five canning 
industries, near the city, have been 
obliged to close. The stringency is 
also felt by cleaning establishments. 
Congestion on the connecting railroad 
is declared to be responsible for the 
shortage. 


The Virgin oil fields, of Utah, are 
attracting many operators from various 
parts of the country and great activ- 
ity is predicted during the next few 
months in prospecting the promising 
territory. Difficulty has been experi- 
enced in transporting machinery to the 
fields, owing to the bad roads. 


A report from Shreveport, La., states 
that a gas well believed to be one of 
the strongest in the United States, has 
been drilled three miles southeast of 
Ananias on a lease controlled by T. 
Barnsdale, which is estimated to be 
producing between 50,000,000 and 60,000,- 
000 cubic feet of gas every twenty-four 
hours. 


Prospecting is now being carried on 
a few miles southeast of Folsom, Cal., 
in hopes of obtaining a sufficient sup- 
ply of oil to be used on the new West- 
ern Pacific railroad now nearing com- 
pletion. A well has been drilled to a 
depth of 700 feet and there is said to 
be every indication that oil will be 
found below in large quantities. 


A report from Douglas, Wyoming, 
announces that the Wyoming Oil and 
Development Company will build a re- 
fincry at Fetterman siding, west of 
Douglas, and will pipe crude oil from 
the fields in Brenning basin to the re- 
finery. The plant is expected to in- 
fluence a boom in the development of 
the Brenning fields. 


In the Congo pool, in Hancock coun- 
ty, W. Va., William Simmings has com- 
pleted his No. 4 on the Morgan Ham- 
ilton farm and has a very light pumper 
in the Berea grit. This location is on 
the east side and in the edge of the 
eastern extension. In the same dis- 
trict, Rayl & Hewitt have completed 
their No. 13 on the Hewitt heirs’ farm 
and will have a 20-barrel pumper. 


Negotiations are in progress to con- 
nect Ardmore, Okla., with the Wheeler 
oil district, about sixteen miles distant. 
The field, which is now without trans- 
portation facilities, has a production 
of about 700 barrels a day. About 50,- 
000 barrels are stored in tanks. The 
Atchison, Topeka and Santo Fe rail- 
road is credited with having developed 
the field and has large holdings there. 


On the south fork of Dunkard creed, 
Battelle district, Monongalia county, 
W. Va., the South Penn Oil Company 
has completed its second test on the 
Louie Haught farm and will have a 
25-barrel pumper in the fourth sand. 
In the Folsom district, Harrison county. 
the South Penn has drilled its second 
test on the L. B. Edgell farm through 
the fourth sand and has a fair gasser 
in that formation. 


Two and one-half miles west of Am- 
sterdam, in Carrol county, Ohio, a gas 
field is under development. The J. H. 
Scott Oil and Gas Company has com- 
pleted two gassers on the Simpson- 
Leach farm, and the American Oil and 
Gas Company has completed gassers on 
the McLaughlin, Stinger and Simmons 
farms. In Jefferson county, C. S. Kel- 
ley and Company have completed a 
test on the D. O. Findley farm and 
have a duster in the Berea grit. 


One mile north of Fairview. Beaver 
county, Pa., T. C. Dawson & Company 
have completed a test on the Frank 
Guvaux farm and have a light show 
of oil in the Berea grit. It will be 
given a shot. At New Galilee, John H. 
Galey has drilled No. 15 on his own 
farm through the Berea grit and has a 
light pumper. In the Florence field, 
Washington county, W. C. Kennedy & 
Company have completed No. 11 on the 
Tennan heirs’ farm and have a show 
for a 15 or 20-barrel pumper. 


fork of Church's run, 
Church district. Wetzel county, W. 
Va.. the Cochren, Funk & Companv 
No. 2 on the G. W. Hixenbaugh farm is 
holding up at barrels a day. The 
Wheeling Gas Co.:ipany’s No. 2 on the

harrels a day. In the Caleutta district.

Knox township, Jefferson county, 
bids fair to be one of the best oil and 
gas districts in Western Pennsylvania. 
The Wrav Oil and Gas Company. of 
Tylershure, Clarion county. Pa.. drilled 
in their No. 2 on the Yoder farm, in 
Knox townshin, a few davs ago, and it 
is genod for 3,000,000 feet of gas per day 
Their No 1on the Stewart farm is good 
for 2.000.000 feet. The firm has 2,800 acres 
leased in nearly one solid block. They 
have a number more locations and are 
going to give the lease a thorough test. 


According to a late report from the 
Bristoria field, in Aleppo township, the 
Ross & Dunn producer on the William 
Lohr farm is holding up at 170 barrels 
a day. 

The Columbia Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, which is said to control almost 
half a million acres of oil and gas 
lands in West Virginia and Kentucky, 
is credited with bringing in four wells 
on an extension of the Milton field, 
Cabell county, W. Va., with an aggre- 
gate production of 500 to 700 barrels 
daily. 

The strike made by the Columbia Gas 
and Electric Company on the Dawson 
farm, in the Sheridan district, Lincoln 
county, shows it is producing 40 barrels 
a day from the salt sand. The oil was 
encountered in the top of the sand at 
a total depth of 1,243 feet. That is 
comparatively shallow when it is stated 
that the Berea grit is not reached at 
a much less depth than 2,000 feet. The 
location of this producer is far removed 
from any previous development, the 
nearest being the Big Lime pool in 
Grant district, Cabell county, and the 
Berea grit development in Lincoln 
county. The only well previously drilled 


Encouraging reports have been re- 
ceived of the Benavides oil fields, of 
Mexico, two wells being credited with 
1,000 and 300 barrels, respectively, a 
day, with a well sustained pressure of 
gas behind them. The lack of facili- 
ties for caring for the output has 
necessitated capping the wells. This 
condition impedes operations generally, 
but relief is promised in the near fu- 
ture in the completion of a pipe line 
from the field to the Southern Texas 
and Mexican railway, at the Piedres 
Pintos station. The yield is a heavy 
petroleum that will, it is said, refine 
to an excellent quality of lubricating 
oil and a low grade for illuminating 
purposes. 


While there is some new and unde- 
veloped territory to the northeast of 
Oblong in Crawford, county, Ill, main 
interest is centered in the territory to 
the southeast of developments in Law- 
rence county. The demand for terri- 
tory is the best evidence that operators 
are sanguine of an extension in that di- 
rection. It was reported, but not con- 
firmed, that one of the largest operat- 
ing companies has just closed negotia- 
tions for a 1,700-acre tract in Lawrence 
county, located ahead of developments, 
for which it paid a bonus of $170,000, 
or at the rate of $100 an acre, and a 
sixth royalty. There are more than 
160 wells drilling and rigs up in Law- 
rence county at this time. 


On Silver run, in the Murphy dis- 
trict, Ritchie county, W. Va., the South 
Penn Oil Company’s No, 5 on the P. M. 
McGinnis farm is holding up at 85 bar- 
rels a day. On Bonds creek, Clay dis- 
trict, B. W. Peebles & Co. have drilled 
their second test on the W. F. Canon 
farm through the Big Injun sand and 
have a duster. On MeFarlan creek, 
Murphy district, the South Penn Oil 
Company has drilled its test on the 
Ruhala Ayers farm into the Squaw 
sand and got a show of oil. It will be 
given a shot in the lower sand. In the 
Congo district, Hancock county, the V. 
Morelli Oil and Gas Company has com- 
pleted its No, 6 on the G, G. Brenne- 
man farm and has a show for a five- 
barre! pumper in the Berea grit. 


The Midcontinental Oil Producers’ 
Association has authorized a meeting 
to protest against the recent regula- 
tions of Secretery of the Interior Gar- 
field under which the Indian lessor of 
lands will receive a royalty of 16 2-: 
per cent. of the production instead of 
one-tenth as heretofore, and must re- 
ceive a part of the profit out of the 
sale of a very valuable lease, which, 
though, when taken, gave no evidence 
of its real value and was leased with 
clause in the contract governing its 
future value. Oil men are alarmed 
over the new regulations. They say 
they are far too severe and will have 
a tendency to check development of 
good oil fields and ultimately harm the 
Indian himself, who is the one Secre- 
tary Garfield would benefit by the new 
regulations. 


A contract has been let by the South- 
ern Pacific Company for the building 
of a rifled oil pipe line 256 miles long 
from oil properties in Kern county in 
the southern part of California to tide 
water on San Francisco bay. A new 
and interesting feature of the line is 
the character of the pipe used, its 
“rifled” construction being a somewhat 
radical departure from that of lines 
now in use for conveying oil. Spiral 
indentations accomplished in the rolling 
of the pipe constitute the rifling. An 
exhaustive series of experiments has 
demonstrated that after a small per 
cent. of water has been added to the 
oil, and the necessary pressure applied, 
that the whole will develop a 
whirling motion, and that the wa- 
ter being the heavier’ will seek 
the outside of the pipe, thereby 
enveloping the oil in a thin film of 
water; this shell or film of water act- 
ing as a lubricant between the oil and 
the pipe, and thereby greatly reducing 
the friction and allowing the core of 
oil to glide through the pipe readily. 
There will be twenty-three pumping 
stations, and it is estimated that near- 
ly 25,000 barrels of fuel oil can be 
delivered every day through the eight 


inch pipe.

Consumers of paint materials are 
buying on a hand-to-mouth basis, for 
which the money stringency is partly 
responsible. However, fairly large 
quantities of dry lead and lead in oil 
were taken up during the week, and a 
good seasonable demand prevailed for 
the oxides. Supplies are generafly light 
and prices are being firmly held. Ex- 
pectations of an easier market for pig 
lead continue, owing to the light de- 
mand. The leading producer of Ameri- 
Can process oxide of zinc has an- 
nounced that there will be no change 
in 1908 prices, American agents for 
foreign brands will shortly hold a meet- 
ing, at which it is expected a uniform 
schedule of prices will be adopted. 
Present demand for dry colors is en- 


tirely from the West, Carbon and 
lampblack, chrome yellow, chrome 
green and American vermilion attract 


principal attention at the moment. Me- 
tallic paints are seasonably active, as 
are also whiting and putty. Varnish 
gums remain quiet, but all descriptions 
of Kauri and Manila are firm. Damar 
continues easy. China wood oil is a 
trifle firmer, but without quotable 
change. Linseed oil rules steady at 
previous quotations for spot, with fu- 
tures a trifle easier. Turpentine has 
fluctuated but little during the week.

WHITE LEAD.—While there has 
been a slight falling off in the demand 
for dry lead as a consequence of the 
financial disturbances, corroders report 
that the volume of business transacted 
during October compares favorably with 
the sales for the corresponding month 
last year, Contracts for forward are in 
abeyance, as the belief is general that 
a decline will be recorded in the basic 
metal within a short time. Corroders, 
however, state that present prices will 
remain in effect until January 1 regard- 
less of any revision in pig lead values. 
Lead in oil continues to move freely 
into consuming channels and prices are 
firm on the basis of 64%@7c., as to quan- 
tity. Dry lead is firmly held at 6%@7c., 
according to quantity, less the usual 
discount terms. The usual demand is 
noted for English lead in oil and values 
rule steady at 10%@10%c., as to quan- 
tity. 

RED LEAD.—There has been a con- 
tinued active demand for all grades of 
American and the market remains in 
a strong position. Available supplies 
are scarce, especially the fine grades 
for painting. Prices are firm on the 
basis of 7@7\%c., as to grade, quantity 
and terms of sale. A moderate to fair 
demand prevails for foreign, and values 
rule steady on the basis of 84@84c., as 
to quantity and grade. 

LITHARGE.—Demand for 
and granulated continued active 
throughout the week, and supplies of 
all descriptions are scarce. Values are 
firm on the basis of 64%@7\4c., as to 
grade, quantity and terms of sale. Lit- 
tle movement is noted in English glass- 
makers’ grades, but prices rule steady 
on the basis of 84@8%%c., as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale.

Let Dealers in Medicines Contain- 


ing Alcohol Beware. 
COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REVENUE 
INSTRUCTS COLLECTORS TO ACT SUM- 

MARILY IN CASES WHERE PREP- 

ARATIONS CONTAINING ALCOHOL 

ARE USED AS BEVERAGES—PRO- 

PRIETARY MEDICINES DIVIDED 

INTO THREE CLASSES—THOSE 
THAT ARE SUBJECT TO 
RECTIFIDR’S TAX. 
Washington, October 25, 1907. 

Manufacturers and wholesale and retail 
dealers in medicinal preparations contain- 
ing alcohol in any quantity should ex- 
amine wilh close attention a series of in- 
structions about to be forwarded by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to col- 
lectors and revenue agents throughout 
the country based upon the elaborate de- 
cision handed down by the commissioner 
a few days ago and printed in last week's 
Reporter. The commissioner takes the 
position that ample notice has now been 
given to the various branches of the drug 
concerning the attitude of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau with regard to 
alcoholic medicinal preparations, and 
hereafter local revenue officers will pro- 
summarily to execute the regula-

tions, 

Special attention will be paid to the 
drug trade in those parts of the country 
where local prohibition laws have been 
enacted, and while the commissioner does 
not propose specifically to co-operate with 
the local authorities in the effort to exe- 
cute such statutes, he will consider the 
fact that they are in force in connection 
with any attempt to sell preparations 
containing excessive amounts of alcohol 
without payment of retail liquor dealer's 
special tax. The bureau recognizes the 
fact that in some States the laws pro- 
vide that the possession of a Federal li- 
cense to sell liquors is presumptive evi- 
dence of the violation of the prohibition 
statute, but the bureau cannot on this 
account make concessions to the drug 
trade. The same rule will be enforced in 
such districts as in others, the sole cri- 
terion being whether the articles sold are 
legitimate medicinal preparations or al- 
coholic beverages as defined in the regula- 
tions. 

The text of the commissioner's instruc- 
tions, which take effect forthwith, is as 
follows:— 

“As a result of the expansion of prohibition 
territory because of municipal and State laws 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, put up and 
labeled as medicines, is increasing rapidly 
This office has no desire to interfere with the 
business of manufacturers of and dealers in 
genuine medicines, but it desires to enforce 
impartially and uniformly the internal revenue 
laws. With the view, therefore, of collecting 
the tax and of putting all articles with whicn 
this bureau deals in the proper class, the fol- 
lowing instructions are given to collectors, rev- 
enue agents and others concerned:— 

“The exempting clause of section 3,246, Re 
vised Statutes, as applied to druggists or man- 
ufacturers of medicine is as follows:— 

“Nor shall any special tax be imposed upon 
apothecaries as to wines and spirituous liquors 
which they use exclusively in the preparation 
or making up of medicines. 

“The courts have uniformly ‘held that manu- 
facturers who in good faith use spirituous 
liquors or wines in the preparation of medi- 
cines, to be used as such and not as beverages, 
do not violate section 3,242, Revised Statutes, 
by not qualifying as liquor dealers. 

“The test in such cases has heretofore 
was the preparation manufactured in 
faith for sale as a medicine or was it manu- 
factured for sale as a beverage? The ques- 
tion of liability to special tax for manufactur- 
ing or selling distilled spirits, wine or malt 
liquor compounded with some other ingredient 
was simply one of fact, and the fact to be de- 
termined was, was the compound containing 
spirituous liquor or wine sold as a beverage 
or as a medicine? 

“Investigations by the field officers of this 
bureau indicate that there are three classes of 
eases arising:— 

“First, there is a class of preparations held 
out as medicines by the manufacturers, but 
which are in fact intended to be sold and con-

For instance, if the compound 
contains alcohol considerably in excess of 
what is necessary to preserve any medicinal 
agents claimed to be used, if the drugs used 
are in such small quantities to give the 
preparation little therapeutic value; if, in 
the manufacture of the preparation ingredi- 
ents whose special office is to render it pot- 
able are employed, if the preparation is 
largely sold in localities where prohibition 
laws operate, if it is sold at places where 
beverages are usually dispensed, or if the 
preparation is generally purchased by per- 
sons under such circumstances and in such 
quantities as to indicate that it is consumed 
as a beverage, then in either event it is held 
by this office that the preparation is a bev- 
erage and special tax liability accrues with- 
out any reference as to the character of par- 
ticular sales Investigating officers will in 
such cases simply secure legal evidence that 
the party being investigated has sold a 
preparation known to be, or shown to come, 
within this class. This applies likewise to 
preparations of the second class, 

“In the case of the third class of prepara- 
tions it is held that the seller is not sub- 
ject to special-tax liability unless legal evi- 
dence that the goods purchased were con- 
sumed as a beverage obtained, and the 
sales were made under such circumstances 
as to put the dealer on notice of the purpose 
for which they were purchased. 

“It is the character of the goods as deter- 
mined by all of the facts and circumstances 
connected with its manufacture and sale that 
puts it in the first, second or third class as 
indicated above. If it falls within the third 
class it is the character of the sales, in 
the case of each particular dealer, that fixes 
the liability. 

‘Before demanding the tax 
for assessment, revenue officers 
fix the character of the goods. 
if he has not already done 
should investigate carefully as 
ner in which the preparation 
tured, of what it consists, the 
of alcohol, in what localities it 
character of the business of the dealers who 
put it on the market, and the class of con- 
sumers. Samples of the preparation should 
be purchased in the open market, and such 
samples, together with the formula under 
which it is manufactured, should be forward- 
ed to this office, The claims that the prep- 
aration is a medicine, whether the same 
are set up on labels covering the packages 
or otherwise, should not, without investiga- 
tion, be accepted as true, but every effort 
should be made to develop the facts. 

“Care should be exercised to the end that 
no legitimate business is unnecessarily in- 
terfered with. Equal care should be exer- 
cised, however, to the end that all tax due 
is collected, and that all sham medicines 
are put in the class to which they belong. 

“It will be presumed that all manufactur- 
ers and dealers know the character of the 
goods they are manufacturing or selling, 
as the case may be, and the laws relative 
to the same Hereafter no claim f a want 
of proper notice from this Bureau as to 
special-tax liability for manufacturing or 
selling a particular compound will be ac- 
cepted as an answer to the demand for any 
tax that may have accrued 

“In case of all preparations not hereto- 
fore passed upon by this office, the ques- 
tion of liability for manufacturing or selling 
same must first be submitted to this office 
before any action looking to the assessment 
or collection of tax is taken by the investi- 
gating officer 

“All former circulars, 
conflict with the terms 
hereby revoked.”

A committee representing the National 
Association of Retail Druggists waited on 
the Acting Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue on the 19th instant to protest 
against the summary action of the col- 
Itector of internal revenue for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, who had required sev- 
eral Washington druggists in whose pos- 
session alcoholic medicinal preparations 
were found to pay special tax for a period 
covering the entire current calendar 
year. The Acting Commissioner stated 
that the bureau did not authorize the 
assessments complained of, and that all 
such taxes covering periods prior to the 
date on which the local officials served 
formal notice on the druggists would be 
refunded upon application, 

It can be stated in this connection that

Saturday Noon, Oct. 26, 1907. 
Linseed Oil, 


Last Saturday closed a very quiet 
local market for more than one reason. 
The present state of the money market 
as naturally operated against any sort 
of liberal purchases and confined oper- 
ations to the limits of pressing require- 
ments. But the situation, though quiet, 
should not be exaggerated, for there 
was at least a fair jobbing business on 
spot and a few car lot sales were re- 
ported. Compared with the market of 
the previous week, oil is easier for 
round lots from the mills covering No- 
vember shipment. At least one sale of 
a car at 42c. was reported, but the gen- 
eral asking price of crushers for West- 
ern oil was between 43c, and 44c. The 
card quotations were not changed from 
the basis of 49@50c. for barrel lots on 
spot, but oil could be had in five-barrel 
parcels at 46@47c. To the surprise of 
interested parties seed held up, and 
toward the close of the week showed 
even some slight advance which, in 
view of existing financial circum- 
stances, may be considered as some- 
thing rather extraordinary, and appar- 
ently served to indicate a stronger po- 
sition. Viewed as a whole and taking 
cognizance of the various influences at 
work, the market may be classed as 
steady, with business confined to 
prompt or nearby deliveries to meet 
current requirements.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


The movement during the past week 
has been extremely light. There has 
been little or no demand from the 
other side and shipments during the 
ensuing week will be insignificent in 
proportion. The local market may 
therefore be quoted as dull, with prices 
nominally unchanged from the basis 
of $30 to $31 per ton, as to brand and 
seller. 

Cottonseed Oil. 


Pessimism has had the upper hand 
during the past week in cottonseed oil. 
After a quiet opening, trading assumed 
active proportions and a steady decline 
has progressed, practically, the entire 
week. The behavior of the October po- 
sition, during the past month, has not 
been such as to induce heavy specula- 
tion on the bull side in that position, 
while the heavy purchases of October 
crude have tended to ease the Novem- 
ber position. The underlying strength 
of the market appeared to be centered 
in the crude oil situation, while the 
open purchases by interests identified 
with the packers during the previous 
week gave the bull contingent a little 
encouragement and the feeling became 
more hopeful. What little inspiration 
the bulls had early in the week was 
knocked flat on Wednesday when a 
break in the securities market carried 
the lard, cotton and grain markets 
down to new low records and _ sent 
money skyrocketing in the neighbor- 
hood of 100 per cent. Probably high 
money rates were a substantial factor 
in the decline, for it is stated on au- 
thority that many speculative holdings 
were liquidated owing to the difficulty 
encountered in extending credit. To 
cap the climax, the crude market in 
October broke wide open on Thursday 
and Friday, with sales reported at 28@ 
30c. The October and November posi- 
tions of refined both scored material 
losses on these days, while spot was 
offered at 44c. on Friday, which is the 
lowest price since the middle of last 
February. Offerings of crude have been 
more liberal than at any time this sea- 
son and the large refiners have taken 
their full quota of stuff or about all 
they can handle within the next 
month. This, of course, accounts for 
the low price of prompt crude. The ex- 
port movement has not attracted much 
attention during the past few days, al- 
though fairly heavy shipments have 
been made to Europe, especially to the 
port of Havre. Trading was extremely 
active during the latter part of the 
week. The continued scarcity of money 
had a disasterous effect on marginal 
accounts and liquidation combined with 
bearish manipulation forced prices to 
new low records for this season. The 
mills appear to be between the devil

and the deep sea. In many instances 
purchases of seed were made at $20 
or more a ton and at present the price 
of crude is below 30c. The crushing 
proposition does not appear very profit- 
able under prevailing circumstances.

CEYLON.—At time during the 
year has buying been so universally 
neglected as the past week. Prices 
though maintained were held up in a 
most uncertain manner. The fact that 
there were no buyers to do business 
with left dealers facing a most per- 
plexing problem. Various reasons 
were accepted and declined for the en- 
tire cessation of trading. The money 
situation on the outside being credited 
with the discouraging conditions of af- 
fairs, while other theories were freely 
expounded, confined within trade 
boundaries. As one dealer expressed 
“they didn’t know where they were at.” 
As to the tendency of prices at this writ- 
ing little beyond a guess can be of- 
fered. It seems, however, in view of 
limited supplies to retain a certain de- 
gree of firmness on the 8c. basis now 
quoted. 

COCHIN.—The week has proved a 
most embarrassing one for dealers con- 
sidering the fact that prices have been 
making higher notches for several pre- 
ceding weeks, and finally reached a fig- 
ure of 104%@10%c. in some quarters 
just previous to the late financial crisis. 
Buyers apparently were not there at 
any price, and with high figures offered 
as an inducement to take on supplies

the quiet became so intense as to be 
uncomfortable. The week wound up on 
an easier but still stiff figure of 9%c., 
and no one would venture as to what 
might next be expected. Cables on the 
foreign situation ceased during the 
financial excitement, which made mat- 
ters worse. Quotations of 9c. for Oc- 
tober-December shipment were haz- 
arded in some instances, but were with- 
out substantial foundation. Hogsheads 
on spot are said to be scarce at 10c. 

CORN OIL.—No deflection from last 
current list has occurred with the week 
ended and a review leaves nothing of 
news value at hand. The movement 
took on a more consistent aspect, but 
at no time recorded beyond moderate 
volume. At $2.35 for car lots inquiry 
has improved perceptibly and jobbing 
deliveries at $2.40 and under, according 
to quantity, have added a fair degree 
of activity. 

OLIVE.—French and _ Italian dis- 
tributing points report a scarcity of 
yellow with prices stiff at £38 and free- 
ly paid. Prime green foots are quoted 
at the same points £30 for shipment. 
This supports the firmer views of local 
houses, who are tightening on 77'4c. and 
giving more universal support to 80c. 
on yellow. Foots at 74@7'e. are find- 
ing ready sale and carry an upward 
trend. Receipts are somewhat lighter 
for the past seven days, but tender 
little relief to the ruling stringency. 

PALM OIL.—Palm is quotably un- 
changed and is the medium of but light 
buying. Spot for immediate delivery 
might be shaded an % on both red and 
Lagos where quantity warranted. 
Prices ruling are 65%@7c. and 6%@7%c. 
for red and Lagos respectively. 

RAPESEED.—Receipts for manufac- 
ture by large refiners attract most at- 
tention, one of the big consignments 
for the week arriving Tuesday per 
steamer Minneapolis, in from Liverpool, 
and consisting of 300 bbls. A good pro- 
portion of the jobbing interest was also 
maintained despite depressing outside 
influences and well supported the late 
schedule of 80@83c. for burning in bbls., 
76@78e, for blown and 74@7é6c. for re- 
fined. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—Cod has demonstrated de- 
cided strength throughout the week, 
quotations of 42c. and 44c. for domestic 
prime and Newfoundland respectively 
getting solid support from all dealers. 
Consumers are displaying a freer dis- 
position to buy and except for a lull 
in inquiry early in the week it can be 
said that trade has shown an improve- 
ment. The outlook is for increased 
business and a tendency toward higher 
prices. 

LARD OIL.—Primes lend an encour- 
aging tone to the situation through im- 
proved inquiry, but sales continue 
backward in view of prevailing high 
prices. Offs are again the prominent 
factor in trading, though aggregating 
below the average in volume. Extra 
prime winter is quoted at 74@77c., prime 
71@74c., off prime 68@64c., extra No. 1 
54@57c., and No. 1 50@53c. 

MENHADEN.—The skepticism with 
which consumers usually meet the ad- 
verse reports of dealers on a shortage

is to be further tested with the state- 
ment of the latter that instead of being 
50 per cent, under the average the catch 
has been nearer 70 per cent. short. 
They are evidently preparing buyers 
for the worst, as portrayed through an 
additional advance to 4lce. on the 
strained kinds and 48c. and 45c, on 
bleached and extra bleached winter, re- 
spectively. But very limited quantities 
are available, and higher views are ra- 
tional under the circumstances, The ap- 
pointment of temporary receivers for 
the Fisheries Company did not seem 
to startle the trade in view of the com- 
pany’s loss by fire of its northern fac- 
tory and the exceedingly poor year in 
fishing. 

NEATSFOOT.—The market continues 
devoid of interesting feature, and leans 
somewhat toward easier figures. Con- 
sidering the inattentive attitude of buy- 
ers, however, it reveals good staying 
qualities and permits no lower range 
than last quoted at 70@72c. for 40 de- 
grees, 84@8é6c. for 30 degrees, and 94@ 
97c. for 20 degrees cold test. 

SPERM OIL.—Late receipts of crude 
at New Bedford have stirred manu- 
facturers to activity and sent consider- 
able contract material into the local 
market. A healthy fall movement is 
apparently in full swing and contrib- 
utes substantial support to the prevail- 
ing figures of 70@72c. for natural win- 
ter and 74@76c. for bleached winter. A 
225-bbl. lot consigned to a New Bedford 
concern from Southampton is added to 
the North Atlantic receipts for the 
week, leaving 575 bbls. in store at that 
point. 

WHALE OJL.—Trading locally in 
lieu of ample stocks has necessarily 
been confined within narrow limits. 
The steamer Caselda from Montevideo 
is reported in at Boston with 250 bbls., 
which is now warehoused at New Bed- 
ford. This, it is understood, is already 
sold and awaiting withdrawal. Prices 
for the ensuing week are given as fol- 
lows:—Natural winter, 46@48c.; bleached 
winter, 44@50c., and extra bleached 
winter, 51@52c. 

WHALEBONE.—Export shipments 
for the week have assumed good pro- 
portions, a late consignment of 72 bbls.

STEARIC ACID.—The jobbing char- 
acter of the present movement is borne 
out by the small, scattered parcels 
asked for.

Manufacturing druggists in particu- 
lar, who use alcohol for percolating pur- 
poses in the manufacture of solid ex- 
tracts and other products which can 
legally be made with denatured alcohol, 
endeavor to recover a very large per- 
centage of the spirits and have devised 
ingenious appliances for this purpose. In 
ruling as to the character and amount 
of the bond which such manufacturers 
must give to cover the alcohol used in 
these processes the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue in a letter to a collector 
says:— 

“This offic is in receipt of your letter of the 
11th inst., relative to the use and recovery of 


completely denatured alcohol by the. .cccccces 
peecencccceseccesos Company of your city, and 
letter addressed to you by this 


inclosing a 
company in which it is stated ‘while it is true 
we recover denatured alcohol, this article is 
again immedately used in the process; it is 
practically a continuous process. The recov- 
ered alcohol is not stored.’ 

“In cases where completely denatured alco- 
hol is recovered by continuous process, bond, 
Form 586, must be given to cover the recovery 
and reuse of the alcohol as in cases where de- 
natured alcohol is recovered and redenatured 
on manufacturer’s premises or sent to a cen- 
tral restoring plant for redenaturation. The 
penal sum of the bond in the case of manu- 
facturers recovering denatured alcohol by 
what is called the continuous process should 
be in a sum of double the tax on the amount 
of denatured alcohol the manufacturer may 
have on his premises at any one time, 

PMO coccscccvesreccesses Company should be 
called upon to furnish the bond, as above 
stated, and the said bond should be accom- 
panied by a diagram showing the arrangement 
of the stills, pipes, etc., and a description of 
the process in which this uses de- 
natured alcohol. 

**You are further informed that in such cases 
an accurate account must be kept by the manu- 
facturer in Record 567 of all alcohol received 
and dumped, but he will not be required to 
keep the prescribed records, Forms 568 and 589 
(see Circular 697)."’ 

The Acting Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has advised the collector of the 
second New York internal revenue district 
that formula No. 5, heretofore authorized 
for use in the denaturing of alcohol to be 
employed in the production of photo-en- 
gravings, may be utilized as an alterna- 
tive denaturant for use in the manufac- 
ture of photographic collodion. The for- 
mula will be officially listed as No. 11 (a),

Treasury Regulations for Draw- 
back Duty on Plate Glass, 


Washington, Oct. 25, 1907. 

The Treasury Department has prepared 
a series of general regulations for the 
allowance of drawback of duty paid on 
imported plate glass intended to be used 
in the manufacture of mirrors for export. 
The regulations include certain novel pro- 
visions for the identification of the im- 
ported plates, including the stipulation 
that the expert in the appraiser's office 
who passed the glass on importation may 
be ordered by the collector at the port 
of exit to examine the finished mirrors 
at the factory, prior to their exportation, 
The regulations are as follows:— 

“On the exportation of mirror plates man- 
ufactured from imported plate glass, the same 
having been repolished,-silvered and cut to fit 
frames, or fixtures, a drawback will be al- 
lowed equal to the duty paid on the imported 
plate glass, less the legal deduction of 1 per 


cent.

Nothing of an important character 
has been disclosed as to developments 
in the fourth sand districts of Wetzel 
and Monongalia counties, West 
Virginia, which have attracted princi- 
pal interest of late in the lower south- 


west fields, but prospects are consid- 
ered more encouraging for good pro- 
ducers within these districts than in 


any other sections. A stimulating fac- 
tor is the continued good record of the 
well in Church district, Wetzel county, 


averaging in excess of 350 barrels a 
day. A fair degree of activity, how- 
ever, is noted in shallow sand opera- 
tions in the State, but reports so far 
have indicated little better than light 
wells, most of which are within well 


defined limits. Shooting wells in some 
of the old districts has rewarded opera- 
tors. Lincoln county in the same State 
is attracting keener interest, following 
what is declared to be the best strike 
in the Berea grit in that section, be- 
ing credited with 50 barrels at a com- 
paratively shallow depth. Light pump- 
ers continue to be the rule of the Congo 
pool in Hancock county. In southeast- 
ern Ohio many dusters have been en- 
countered in shallow sand operations, 
and any productive well in excess of 
10 barrels proves an exception. In the 
northwestern or Lima end of the State 
the week’s completions amounted to 21 
wells, from 20 of which there was a 
new production of 512 barrels a day. 
The runs for Ohio for the first half of 
the month reached a total of 365,275 
barrels, against deliveries of 287,095 
barrels. Indiana runs for the same pe- 
riod were 166,222 barrels, while ship- 
ments aggregated 451,998 barrels. 
Illinois operators are taking advantage 
of the present favorable weather con- 
ditions, especially in Crawford county 
where the production is maintaining a 
very high level. Two late completions 
are credited with more than 1,000 bar- 
rels a day each and a dozen new wells 
near Oblong are reported good for 250 
barrels or more each, Stocks are accum- 
ulating at a rapid rate and a slack in 
operations would be welcomed so that 
the pipe lines can dq better justice to 
the enormous output. Our correspond- 
ent in the Kentucky-Tennessee fields 
writes that the deeper formations of 
Kentucky are attracting more specu- 
lative interest and he reports a rig up 
for the first hole in Union county where 
several thousand acres are under lease 
for thorough tests. Advices from the 
Gulf coast fields indicate that Spindle- 


top is again the center of interest 
among Texas operators and a recent 


completion showing an initial capacity 
of 700 barrels a day has stimulated a 
rush for leases. Field operations in 
both Texas and Louisiana during the 
first half of the month, however, note 
a decline in production of more than 
7,000 barrels since the close of Septem- 
ber. Shipments of crude by vessel were 
heavier and production and consump- 
tion will probably be more evenly bal- 
anced for October than for the previous 
month. The first shipment of Indian 
Territory crude from Sabine since the 
connection of the pipe line with tide- 
water has been reported. Development 


i for the first two weeks of Oc- 
tober was also light as compared with 
;} that for. the corresponding period in 


September. 


Refined and Products, 
The local market for refined has de- 


veloped nothing of particular interest 
Within the interval beyond the in- 
creased movement into foreign chan- 


nels, due to the better facilities by the 
tank steamers. Of the total clearances 
of 13,428,670 gallons during the week, 
8,772,000 gallons were shipped in bulk. 
Vur record for the previous week com- 
prised 8,052,870 gallons, of which 7,607,500 
gallons were in bulk. In addition, 
there was an engagement of 180,000 
cases (1,800,000 gailons) for November 
shipment to Penang, Singapore, Ma- 
Cassar and one port on nortn coast ot 
Java. No price changes are to be re- 
corded in the export or domestic sched- 
ule, the general tendency of the market 
veing one of maintained firmness 
throughout. The situation at Baku is 
reported satisfactory, labor disturb- 
ances having been terminated, but the 
approach of the close of navigation of 
the Volga imparts an easier tone to 
the market, with crude and kerosene 
quoted lower for prompt delivery. The 
latter has also declined for forward 
shipment. Quiet prevails at Batoum, 
with stocks of all products at a very 
low level, restricting the export move- 
ment. American and Russian lamp 
oils are maintained at an advance in 
London and Liverpool, with improving 
deliveries. American case oil was 
quoted at a decline in Karachi, while 
the Borneo product was firmer in Cal- 
cutta. American case and bulk oil and 
Mastern bulk oil are upward in 
Shanghai. 

The demand for products has been 
of steady proportions for manufactur- 
ing requirements, but of diminished ex- 
tent for automobiles. The export move- 
ment in naphtha continues to abate, 
clearances for the week being un- 
usually light at 17,800 gallons, against 
167,900 gallons for the previous week. 
Values remain without quotable change 
for all varieties,

Increasing Production 
Field. 
Marshall, Ill., Oct. 23, 1907. 


The oil operators in the [Illinois field are 
pushing the drill at the present time, as con- 
ditions, so far as weather is concerned, are 
the best, and only a short time remains before 
the highways will be in such a condition that 
but little work can be done. Much material 
is being hauled out to the many leases, and 
the prospects are flattering for a good, steady 
winter’s work. The slack in operations will be 
a good thing for the pipe lines, as they can 
then get into shape to handle the entire prod- 
uct of the field, and the theory is that if no 
more trunk lines were put in all the product 
ean be handled without any trouble the coming 
season unless more prolific pools Ike those that 
have been found are unearthed, then additional 
pipe lines will be needed, 

Operations in the Clark county field are 
practically on the decline, and have been for 
several months, but in Crawford county devel- 
opments are being rushed and the best results 
are obtained in the way of wells above the 
hundred-barrel mark, which are plentiful. West 
of Robinson and in the neighborhood of Stoy 
and Oblong a well has been drilled on the Hook 
lands that produced better than 1,500 barrels, 
while one on the Wilkin farm, owned by Pitts- 
burgh operators, is reported better than 1,000 
barrels, and there are a dozen new wells near 
Oblong alone that came in at 250 barrels or 
better, while northwest of Robinson there is a 
very productive pool that is furnishing a great 
many big producers to the surprise of the own- 
ers and every one who comes into contact with 
the new development. On the Barrick land 
five wells have just been drilled in that have a 
eombined production of 1,700 barrels, which Is 
a good productive group of wells. On the 
Walters land are several that started at from 
800 to 1,000 barrels, and about the same num- 
ber of big producers on the Musgrave land, to 
say nothing of the gushers brought in on the 
Best, Biggs, Wood, Kintner, Woodruff, Meserve, 
Berryhill, Muchmore, Barnes, Wilkin, Henry, 


Birch, McKnight, Short, Dees, Firebaugh

wells have just been drilled in on the Weger 
land and two others good for close to 500 bar- 


rels each. 

In Lawrence county many good wells are 
being brought in, and the production of the 
county is growing at an alarming rate, and 
the pipe line is rushed to handle a_ portion 
of the product. Many test wells are under way 
in advance of developments, and an effort is 
strong to find oil between the present develop- 
ment and the Wabash River, as several wells 
are now under way in that end of the field. 

The total runs of crude oil from the wells 
of Illinois for the first nineteen days of the 
present month amounted to 1,482,748 barrels, 
or an average of 78,039 barrels a day. The 
deliveries for the first twenty days were only

Many interesting stories have been written 
on petroleum oil and the discovery of the prod- 
uct in many part of the United States, None 
of these stories gives credit where it belongs, 
in one sense of the word. Col, Drake was the 
first to make a test for petroleum, but long 
before his test petroleum was found in the 
drilling for other products. but the Col, Drake 
strike was really the foundation of the new 
immense big industry, which should not be 
overlooked in these late days of the industry,

Ohio’s Place 
U., 


ered in drilling for salt in the State of Ohio, 
Ohio lays claim to the honor of being the 
home of crude petroleum in this country. Ohio 
is naturally the home of petroleum, as oll was 
first discovered in the State as early as 1814, 
and probably as far back as 1812. As far as 
can be learned, oil was first found in drilling 
in what is now known as Noble county, and 
within one mile of Caldwell, the county seat, 
and located in the southeastern section of the 
State. The first well was drilled by a Mr. 
Thorley in 1814, for salt, when oil was found 
at the depth of 185 feet. In 1816 Robert Mc- 
Kee began drilling there for salt water. Oil 
was found, and the product was given the 
name of Seneca oil, and was sold fér medicinal 
purposes. To James Dutton is really due the 
distinction of being the first man to drill ex- 
pressly for oil in the United States, In the 
early fifties he drilled a well by the spring 
pole system for oil, about one and a half miles 
southeast from Macksburg, O., and this well 


was a monster in those days, being reported 
as good for close to 100 barrels, and the prod- 
uct commanded a figure near $10 a barrel, Just 
before the war the Macksburg fleld was be- 
coming prominent, but during the war busi- 
ness was at a standstill. About that time oil 
was steadily declining in prices, and it was 
expensive operating, as the product was taken 
to market by wagons over highways with mud 
axle deep, to the Muskingum River, making 
the net profits very small, but to-day all things 
have changed, and with such progressive meth- 
ods to find the markets, refine the product and 
build the long strings of pipe lines over the 
country to save the expense of the hauling by 
wagons, etc., the industry has grown steadily 
and is among the leading and influential indus- 
tries of this growing country. 

The development of oil and gas in northwest- 
than twenty-three years ago 


ern Ohio more 
was a source of much surprise to the oil 
trade of the continent. It was believed by 
nearly all old-time operators that oil, some- 


where, became a product of, or was indigenous 
to, mountainous regions alone. When, there- 
fore, the news flashed over the wires of the 
finding of oil by Benjamin A. Faurot at his 
paper mill at Lima, on the 9th day of May, 
1885, it was not credited by one-third of those 
members of the trade who read it. In a short 
space of a single decade an industry of vital 
importance to the State and nation had arisen 
from the small beginning. When it is said 
an industry has arisen this does not properly 
convey the impression that naturally attaches 
to the business as it now appears If an ob- 
server could cast his eyes over the numerous 
counties of northwestern Ohio, viz.: Wood, Al- 
len, Hancock, Sandusky, Auglaize, Mercer, 
Lucas, Putnam, Paulding, Van Wert, Seneca, 
Wyandot, Ottawa, Hardin, Henry, Shelby and 
other counties, and behold the life and activity 
prevailing several years ago; the energy dis- 
played; the apparent recklessness exercised in 
the use of money; note the thousands of well 
paid men employed in the various branches of 
which the industry is composed; the great net- 
work of pipe lines, from two inches in diam- 
eter to the trunk line of eight, ten and twelve 
inches, entwining the entire area of the oil 
belt; the innumerable iron storage vaults that 
contain an average capacity of 35,000 barrels 
each that dot the lines of railways from one 
end of the field to the other; the bustling and 
hustling towns and villages which have sprung 
up, flourished and prospered under the. magic 
touch of this mighty financial force; the homes 
of poverty are transformed into palaces of 
plenty and splendor; observe the great system 
of transportation of both oil and gas by the 
use of the most gigantic force pumps that have 
yet done service for men. In October, 1884, a 
company was formed at Findlay, O., to drill 
for gas and the contract let to Brownyer & 
Martin, of Bradford, Pa., and in November of 
the same year gas was encountered at a depth 
of 1,092 feet and estimated good for 250,000 
cubic feet in twenty-four hours, and from that 
time on until the present operations for oil and 
gas have been under way in northwestern 
Ohio. The real gas boom did not reach Find- 
lay until the thirteenth well was drilled, which 
was the famous Karg well, that was struck in 
January, 1886, the flow of the well being 
12,080,000 cubic feet, and in June, 1885, the 
Briggs Iron & Tool Company first welded iron 
and steel together in this section of the State 
with natural gas, 

On May 1, 1886, the first mammoth tron stock 
tank with a capacity of 35,000 barrels, was 
completed by the Buckeye Pipe Line, the only 
real purchaser of the petroleum product that 
has ever come into the field, and on May 11, 
1886, commenced taking oil in the Lima field 
at 40 cents per barrel at the well. 

With the installing of the pipe line active 
operations begun in earnest, and the production 
commenced to ewell to such an enormity that 
the price gradually declined until 1889, when 
it reached the low ebb of 15 cents per barrel, 
and at this stage the operators throughout the 
field made more money than at any time since 
the price has taken a raise, for at that time

17, the Big Five Oil Company, operating under 
the Bowles lease, completed a well that shows 
an initial capacity of 700 barrels a day. To 
add further in:cerest to the situation at Spindle- 
top it is reported that the Park test, a quarter 
of a mile east of Block 33, McFaddin subdi- 
vision, and the same distance from production, 
is showing for a good producer. A number of 
operators who had quit Spindletop are returning 
to their first love, and unusual activity is 
assured for the district this winter. The pro- 
duction of the field ie now in excess of 5,000 
barrels a day—the highest mark reached by 
it in over two years. At Batson an extension 
of the field has been accomplished by R. E. 
Allison, who has brought in a 150-barrel flowing 
well on the Colorado Syndicate land, some dis- 
tance south of the principal development. The 
deep test at Henrietta, Clay county, which 
developed two million feet of gas at 1,500 feet, 
has not yet shown any oil. The gas sand proved 
to be 18 feet thick, and below it the drill went 
into clay. TT. N. Barnsdall has just completed 
one of the largest gas wells yet brought in at 
Caddo, La., twenty-two miles north of Shreve- 
port. The well is reported good for 50,000,000 
feet of gas. The Barnsdall people now have 
a number of good gas wells completed and 
capped in the Caddo district. It is stated that 
when they have assured themselves of an 
adequate supply they will lay gas lines to Fort 
Worth and Dallas, Tex., less than 200 miles 
west of the field. There is aleo talk of a gas 
line to New Orleans, 250 miles southeast. 

Gulf Coast statistics for the first half of Octo- 
ber show a falling off in both production and 
development work. On the lth of the month 
the Southeast Texas districts were credited with 
an output of 32,475 barrele, as compared with 
34,410 barrels on September 30, and 33,065 bar- 
rels on September 15. The production of the 
Louisiana districts on October 15 was put at 
13,260 barrels, of which Jennings was credited 
with 12,900 barrels, as against 18,210 barrels 
on September 30, and 15,900 barrels on Septem- 
ber 15. The output of the Caddo and Welsh 
fields is inconsiderable and remains at about 
the same level. The production of the entire 
Gulf Coast region on October 15 was estimated 
at 45,735 barrels, as compared with 52,990 bar- 
rels on September 30, and 49,315 barrels on 
September 15, indicating a decline of over 
7,000 barrels in daily output since the first of 
the month. Vessel shipments of crude from 
Sabine and Port Arthur during the first fifteen 
days of October show an increase, as compared 
with the corresponding period in September, 
when they were unusually light, amounting to 
only 118,320 barrels, or 7,888 barrels a day, ae 
against 144,850 barrels, or 9.657 barrels a day 
during the present month. These figures would 
indicate that production and consumption will 
be more evenly balanced in October than in 
September, when a surplus of 114,000 barrels 
was reported—the first time in two years that 
production has exceeded consumption in the 
Gulf Coast region. However, to offset the de- 
crease in output thie month there will be a 
decrease in the quantity of Gulf Coast crude 
consumed by the refineries, owing to the fact 
that the Gulf Refining Company at Port Ar- 
thur is now receiving through the Gulf Pipe 
Line 8,000 to 9,000 barrels a day of Indian 
Territory crude, in addition to the 2,700 barrels 
a day delivered by tank car. This will cause 
a further cut in the consumption of Texas 
crude, so that it seems altogether probable that 
the records for the entire month will show an- 
other surplus. The shipment of Indian Terri- 
tory crude from Sabine hae been inaugurated 
by the Higgins Oil and Fuel Company, two 
small cargoes being reported this month, one 
of 4,546 barrels on the 8th and another of 
2,862 barrels on the 13th, both going to Gal- 
veston for distribution to fuel consumers. The 
Hiegins Oil and Fuel Company is shipping 
Glenn crude by tank car from Heywood switch, 
three miles south of Sapulpa, to storage at 
Sabine. erry 

Field operations are slow this month. The 
report shows 62 completions, but of this num- 
ber 30 are wells at Humble which have been 
carried as drilling, but shut down, from month 
to morth. These have been disposed of in the 
ve of well operations by classing them as 

fons and dry holes. The actual num- 

wells completed in the first 15 days of 
October was 30, of which 25 were producers, 
with an initial output of 2,475 barrels, or 99 
barrels per well, and 7 were dry. The record 
for the first half of September showed 43 com- 
pletions, of which 32 were producers with 5,420 
barrels initial production, an average of 169 
barrels per well, and 11 were dry. On October 
15 there were 101 wells drilling and 17 rigs, as 
compared with 120 drilling and 238 rigs on Sep- 
tember 15.

Glenn Pool’s Production Declining. 
Independence, Kan., Oct. 24, 1907. 


Just as matters were settling down in the 
mid-continent field and operators were begin- 
ning to wonder where the next pool would be 
found, Senator Lockwood drilled in a 350- 
barrel well on the Baker farm in 9-21-13, five 
miles north of Turley, four miles northwest of 
Owasso and six miles southeast of Skiatook, in 
the Cherokee nation. This is about thirty 
miles northwest of the Glenn pool. It is in a 
section of the territory which has heretofore 
attracted little attention. Immediately there 
was a rush for leases, and, if a few more good 
wells are found, there will be considerable 
drilling in that vicinity in a few weeks. The 
Shawnee Oil Company is starting a well on the 
W. W. Vann farm directly across the line 
south to offset the Lockwood well. Frank and 
Jesse Gillespie paid a big bonus and got two 
other Baker pieces adjoining the Lockwood 
lease—one tract on each side of the discovery 
well lease. They are putting in a rig, and will 
drill at once. They will operate as the Olive 
Oil Company. These two young men have 
made a great deal of money in the Glenn pool, 
starting without anything. Senator Lockwood, 
who is an old Pittsburgher and is president of 
the American Anti-Trust League, is starting 
his No. 2. When Mr. Lockwood came here 
from Texas four years ago he was stranded. 
Now he is on his feet again. It is estimated 
about 75,000 barrels of oil a day is now being 
taken from the Glenn pool, and still about 
40,000 barrels a day is not being moved. The 
Prairie is taking 33,000 barrels a day, the 
Gulf pipe line is taking about 27,000 barrels 
and the Texas company about 15,000 barrels. 
Oil men are constantly complaining that they 
cannot get their oil run, and in spite of this 
condition they are shooting their wells as fast 
as they can get the glycerine to do it. The 
wells are dropping off fast, and they are try- 
ing to keep up the production by shooting. 
The shooters are busy as bumblebees, and, for 
a while, at least, they will have a harvest. 
Pumping rigs are being rushed in, and the 
wells which have been flowing for months 
and producing vast amounts of oil are becom- 
ing pumping propositions. It will not be long 
until the Glenn pool will be a thing of history. 
Many, in fact most, of the big leases have 
been drilled up, inside locations and all. The 
oil is being taken out fast, and it is predicted 
by some many of the leases will never pay out. 
It is argued that the Texas operators who ex- 
pect the Glenn pool to revive, as did some of 
the wells in the Texas field, are going to get 
badly disappointed. 

So far this month the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company has been running 104,981.81 barrels 
of oil a day. The shipments have averaged 
72,540 barrels a day, leaving 32,441.50 barrels 
a day for storage. During the same time the 
Gulf Pipe Line Company has been running 
about 27,000 barrels a day, with shipments 
amounting to 2,700 barrels a day, the oil hav- 
ing just got to running through the line to the 
Gulf nicely. The Texas company is very reti- 
cent about its pipe line runs, but it is esti- 
mated the company is running about 15,000 bar- 
rels a day. This is all its own oil, the line 
taking no oil from producers. The Gulf line 
is taking about two-thirds of its runs from 
other producers, 

There is very little doing now in the Morris 
pool. There have been so many dry holes where 
good wells were expected and where large sums 


had been paid for leases the freternity is 
getting a little leary and is backing up, so 
to speak. Practically all the good wells in 


the pool have been found in Section 28. Three 
wells in this section have been drilled in this 
week. The Emery Oil Company of Bradford, 
Pa., got a 200 barrel producer on the Doyle 
farm when they drilled in their No. 38, the 
Schienburg Company got a well good for 125 
barrels on the same section, and the Matson 
Oil Company, of Bradford, got a 100-barreler 
on the Atkins farm. There are now only 
eleven drilling wells and rigs in the pool. 
Nothing new has been found by the many wild 
eat wells scattered through the Creek, Choc- 
taw or Chickasaw nations. Oil men now be- 
lieve the course of operations for the present 
at least will be toward the north again. This. 
however, depends somewhat on the result of 
tests to the west of the Glenn pool. In Sec- 
tion 11-17-11 the Abel Oi] Company is starting 
a well on the Hayes farm, which, if it proves 
a producer, may change conditions consider- 
ably, This is one mile further west than any 
ee producing wells and is an important

Kentucky-Tennessee Petroleum 
Fields. 


Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 23, 1907. 


The Kentucky-Tennessee fields present no fea- 
ture of unusual interest for the last week. A 
fair degree of interest marked development 
work and some advance drilling was accom- 
plished. Some activity prevails in going over 
leases and putting them in shape for the com- 
‘ng winter; renovating old producers and 
bringing out the maximum capacity, planting 
rigs in out-of-the-way districts for test work, 


ete. The possibilities in one or two regions as 
a result of openings this fall are being con- 
sidered by lease-takers, and lately quite a 


tract of territory has been taken up in va- 
rious parts of the State outside the oil field 
proper. Reports for the week show six com- 
pletions, two drys and a new production of 97 
barrels. This is a slightly better showing than 
the preceding week. Results were limited to 
the divisions of Wayne, Clinton and Wolfe 
counties. Wayne county turned out three 
strikes and one dry, while Clinton and Wolfe 
are each credited with a strike of twenty bar- 
rels’ capacity. Drilling is under way in 
Wayne, Clinton, Cumberland, Knov, Wolfe, 
Bath, Estill and Floyd counties, in the oil field 
proper, while in the counties of Warren, Logan, 
Todd, Union, Morgan, Fayette, Scott and Meni- 
fee, widely scattered, occasional punctures are 
being made, indicating a healthy interest in 
wild-catting. Conditions justify even more of 
this class of work than is under way, but any 
expansion of test work is not looked for in the 
immediate future, unless something unusual 
in production turns up, Just now the deeper 
formations of Kentucky are causing some spec- 
ulation on the part of operators in several sec- 
tions of Kentucky. Present production, with 
the exception of that from the Wolfe county 
field, is from shallow sands, the output of oil 
being obtained from sands ranging in depth 
from 100 to 800 feet. Wolfe county oil is ob- 
tained from a 1,200 foot sand. In several 
counties searches are now being conducted for 
a deep-sand pay. In Estill county a 2,000 test 
is going down, one of the same class is under 
way in Knox and in Cumberland the New 
Domain has been doing some deep drilling. 
The Knox county operators intend drilling five 
2,000 foot holes. In Knox and Cumberland 
counties wells have been drilled to this depth 
heretofore, and evidences of oil found. No 
systematic attempt has ever been made, how- 
ever, to test the deep formations, the prolific 
shallow sand fields being an attraction beside 
which expensive deep drilling on an uncertainty 
was discouraged. Now with the thorough fail- 
ure of the shallow sands to turn out lasting 
wells operators are looking for a steady pro- 
duction from deep sands. Knox and Cumber- 
land counties were once the sensations of the 


oi! field, 500-barrel gushers coming in with 
great frequency in 300 and 400-foot sands. 
With few exceptions they were rank fail- 


ures, declining to light pumpers after a few 
days’ flowing. In these cases the great success 
attending the initial efforts of the drillers 
proved the ultimate death of the industry, and 
until searches for deep oil were started recent- 
ly Cumberland and Knox counties were back 
numbers. Bath county, which produces the 
cheaper grade of oil, is also commanding at- 
tention from a few operators who are after 
the better grade oil in the deep sand, The 
good strike in the 1,900-foot sand early in the 
month has started several rigs to moving. The 
heavy grade Ragland oil, which is now pro- 
auced in Bath county, is found in a 400-foot 
sand, which Ras been pretty well defined dur- 
ing the last four years, and which has been 
subjected to very few new punctures for over 
a year. 

A rig is up this week for the first hole in 
Union county. Several thousand acres have 
been leased in that section of Kentucky, and 
it is believed that thorough tests will reveal 
the same oil sands found in [Illinois and 
Indiana. Heretofore along the Ohio River this 
theory has been the cause of various tests. 
Near the Hawesville district repeated tests 
failed to reveal oil. McLean county, on the 
Ohio River, has a productive gas belt. The 
two grades of Kentucky oil command $1.20 
and 75 cents per barrel, respectively, from the 
Standard Oi] Company. The Indian Refining 
Company offers $1.23 for the better grade. 
Drilling for gas is under way in several sec- 
tions, and tests will continue during the win- 
ter. The Menifee county belt is being extend 
ed into Morgan county, several gassers hav- 
ing been drilled along the county line. In 
Knox and Warren counties gas wells are going 
down.

The Oil Trade of Canada, 


Toronto, Oct. 25, 1907. 


The latest official report of the Government 
of Canada regarding the imports and exports 
of oil, while not being completed later than 
1906, gives a good idea of the volume of the 
Canadian oil trade in all its branches. As 
there has been no unusual feature in the trade 
so far this year, the value of the exports and 
imports will show but slight increase over 
those of 1906. In mineral oils it will be no- 
ticed that there has been great expansion in 
home consumption, as seen in the increase in 
imports, the slight falling off in crude petro- 
leum being due largely to the increased pro- 


duction in the Kent and Tilbury oil fields.

The position at Baku is very satisfactory, 
and the workmen of the various firms who 
have recently been on strike have all returned 
to work. The market has been somewhat 
easier, due to the fact that the navigation of 
the Volga is drawing to its close and that the 
termination of the small Isolated strikes has 
been reached. The production of the Baku 
fields during the first half of September (old 
style) amounted to 18,241,447 poods. During 
this period nothing was reported as having 
been obtained from spouting wells. The Bibi- 
Eybat field was responsible for 5,941,389 poods 
of the total quantity. This production is still 
far below what is required, and as a conse- 
quence high prices are likely to rule for some 
time to come, although with the cessation of 
the shipments by the Volga there is certain to 
be a slight falling off—at any rate at the com- 
mencement. The market at Baku has been 
weaker during this last week. The quotation 


for crude oil for prompt delivery fell to 29% 
copecks per pood, a drop of % copeck during 
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a punienning sacar eatin 


the week; whilst for forward delivery the quo- 


tation advanced % copeck to 27 copecks per 
pood. Residuals remained firm at 30% copecks 


per pood for prompt delivery owing to the de- 


mand being maintained for the interior of 
Russia. 

Kerosene for prompt delivery again fell 2 
copecks per pood, owing to sellers finding it 


impossible to get buyers to pay the high prices 
they have been asking. "The quotation is now 
30% copecks per pood free on rail Baku. For 
forward delivery sellers have also dropped 
their price 2 copecks per pood, and are pre- 
pared to take 37 copecks per pood free on rail 
Baku. The quotation for kerosene f. 0. b. 
vessel on the Caspian Sea for shipment to the 
interior of Russia by thé Volga fell 1% copecks 
per pood to 38% copecks per pood, At Batoum 
the stocks of all products are still very low, 
and the arrivals of vessels have been restrict- 
ed in consequence. No further steamers have 
been chartered to load case oil from the Black 
Sea for the Far East during the week. Every- 
thing is quiet at Batoum, no disturbances hav- 
ing taken place for a long period.

Independence, Kan., Oet, 21, 1907 

The following is an authentic copy of the re 
cent uling of Secretary Garfield, of the In- 
terior Department, with reference to royalty 
to be paid Indian land owners by oil operators 
in the Indian Territory, being an amendment 
to Section 15 of the regulations of June 11, 
1907, governing the leasing of lands allotted 
to members of the five civilized tribes: 

“The minimum rate of royalty on oil shall 
be 10 per cent, of the gross proceeds of all oil 
produced from the leased |¥emises, payment to 
be made at the time of the sale or disposition 
of the oil, but the Secretary of the Interior 
may, from time to time, increase the existing 
minimum rate of royalty to a minimum rate 
not exceeding 162-3 per cent., provided that 
any lease hereafter delivered to the lessee, in 
which the royalty specified is at any time less 
than the minimum rate of royalty in force at 
that time, as fixed in accordance herewith, 
shall be subject to such minimum rate of roy- 
alty instead of the rate originally specified in 
the lease.’’ 

Many lawyers here do not believe this ruling 
will be of any effect after a lease has been 
regularly approved It appears that no ruling 
has yet been made with reference to requiring 
ewners of leases to share the profits of sales 
with the Indian land owner. It is said Sec- 


retary Garfield is contemplating such a ruling,

A SUCCESSFUL GATHERING WELL AT- 
TENDED—PAINT BILL OF LEGISLA- 
TIVE COMMITTEE APPROVED—RESO- 

LUTION PARTIALLY CON DEMN- 

ING SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST LAW 
PASSED—NEXT MEETING TO BE 
HELD IN NEW YORK—ELEC- 
TION OF OFFICERS, BTC, 
Chicago, Oct. 24, 1907. 

The Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
of the United States concluded its annual 
meeting yesterday at the Auditorium 
Hotel after a session of two days. The 
meeting was successtul, and was the most 
widely attended of any meeting that the 
association ever has held. About 125 rep- 
resentatives of paint houses were present 
throughout the session, and the absentees 
numbered only about ten, 

The following were the officers elected 
for the ensuing year:—President, William 
EK. Lucas, of John Lucas & Co., Philadel- 
phia; first vice-president, Ludington Pat- 
ton, Patton Paint Company, Miiwaukee; 
second vice-president, George Gauibert, 
Peaslee-Gaulbert Company, Louisville, 
Ky.; secretary, G. B. Heckel, treasurer, 
Solomon L. Sulzberger, Enterprise Paint 
Company, Chicago; auditor, William H. 
King, Lillings, King & Co., New York; 
directors, b, M. Heath, Heath & Milligan, 
Chicago; W. L. Davies, Acme White Lead 
and Color Works, Detroit, Mich.; Dr. lL. 
W. Drummond, F. W. DeVoe & C, T. 
Raynolds Company, New York; H. R. 
Gibbs, T. H. Nevin Company, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. 

The entire first day of the session was 
devoted to the hearing of the report and 
the annual message of the president ot 
the association and the reports of the 
secretary and the treasurer. In his ad- 
dress President Patton touched upon the 
success which the association has 
achieved since its inception, congratulat- 
ing the members on the strength and the 
efficiency of the organization, represent- 
ing as it did practically all of the big 
paint manufacturing interests in the coun- 
try, and predicted continued success. He 
said that he had been proud to represent, 
as the executive officer, such an associa- 
tion of business men and deciared that 
his future should be devoted to the best 
interests of the association and the great 
industry which they represented. His re- 
marks frequently elicited applause. 

Secretary Heckel declared that the af- 
fairs of the association were never in 
better shape, and that the work that had 
been done by the organization and the 
Bureau of Promotion and Development 
could not be overestimated in its value to 
the organization as a body or to the 
members as manufacturers of paints. 

The reoprt of the Legislative Committee 
was accepted in its entirety, and this of 
necessity carried with it the approval of 
the committee’s paint bill, which is fa- 
miliar to the readers of this paper. This 
bill, which was adopted by a joint com- 
mittee of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association and the International 
Association of Master House Painters and 
Decorators of the United States and Can- 
ada, represents the first united effort of 
these organizations to secure a bill which 
is designed to be uniform throughout the 
States and the Dominion. 

The Bureau of Promotion and Develop- 
ment announced progress on the work for 
the production of the product for the use 
of master painters. The bureau reported 
that not all the details of the product or 
its marketing had as yet been arranged, 
and asked for and was given more time 
for this purpose. It is regarded by the 
members of the association as an absolute 
certainty, however, that such a product 
will be offered to the master painters 
The committee has been given full power 
to act in this matter. 

The bureau also announced favorable 
progress on the selection of the proper 
combination of colors to be adopted for 
use for the various styles of architecture. 
As some of the colors have not yet been 
absolutely decided on, the bureau deemed 
it not best to announce them as yet, but 
asked for more time. It was announced 
positively, however, that they would be 
given out to the trade by the first of De- 
cember. 

The Painters Magazine in its October 
number devoted more than thirty pages 
to these subjects and those of our readers 
who are interested in knowing how they 
are viewed by master painters through- 
out the country would find the data re- 
ferred to of considerable interest. The 
following are the questions to which the 
Painters Magazine invited replies and up- 
ward of two hundred letters giving an- 
swers thereto appear in:— 

First.—The mixed paint manufacturers 
contemplate placing on the market a tinted 
paint in semi-paste form, with the exact 
formula stated on the label. Thinners are 
to be added by the painter to suit his 
special requirements. In your judgment 
how would such a paint compare from 
economical and practical standpoints, with 
the paint mixed in your own shop and 
what reasons can you give for your 
opinion? 

Second.—Have you any suggestions to 
offer as to the conditions which the man- 
ufacturers must meet in order to produce 
a paint that shall be satisfactory to the 
practical master painter? 

Third.—Do you consider the suggestion 
that certain colors or color combinations 
shall be established at stated periods to 
be the fashionable colors for the coming 
season to be practical 
not, and why? 

Another thing which the bureau had to 
report was the meeting held last July, at 
Detroit, at which members addressed the 
Michigan Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, on the style and the 
composition and use of paints. Copies of 
these addresses were distributed to the 
members of the association. 

The bureau reported that besides the 
routine work of the bureau there were 
held eight meetings, averaging four days 
each, and four distinct conferences with 
various other associations. 

The full report of the inspection of the 
painting done at the request of the asso- 
ciation, under the direction of Professor 
todd of the North Dakota Agricultural 
College, was presented and approved.

Sherman anti-trust law was introduced, 
and was carried without the slightest 
opposition, The introduction of the resolu- 
tion at this time was considered very 
timely in view of the fact that the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, which held its 
annual convention in Chicago this week, 
had also apparently been permeated with 
a spirit of antagonism to the law, which 
wus considered entirely too drastic, if_its 
provisions were strictly adhered to. This 
was considered as a vane showing the 
direction in which the sentiment against 
the law was setting. 

The resolution, which was adopted, reads 
follows:— 

Whereas, The operation and rigid enforce- 
ment of the Sherman Anti-Trust law has led, 
owing to the restriction of trade agreements, to 
the development of ruinous competition, result- 
ing, in very many cases, in the total elimina- 
tion of profit in many lines of industry; and 

Whereas, This in turn has caused in many 
instances, for self-protection, the formation of 
combines under common ownership, or so-called 
trusts, it is apparent that the ‘‘Sherman act’ 
and other similar laws in various States have 
created and are creating the very conditions 
which the laws in question sought to prevent; 
and

Modification of Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law Needed. 


CIVIC FEDERATION CONSIDERS ACT 
AS IT NOW STANDS TOO DRASTIC— 
FAVORS CHANGES TO LEGAL- 
IZE CERTAIN TRADE 
COMBINATIONS. 


Much time at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation at Chicago last 
week was devoted to free discussion of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. About 400 
delegates were in attendance, represent- 
ing forty-two States and approximately 
eighty organizations of mercantile, civic 
and municipal character, 

President Nicholas Murray Butler, of 
Columbia University, the president of the 
Federation, called the convention to order, 
He said that the Sherman anti-trust law 
commits the nation to a policy which is 
too extreme, and that the time may have 
come when the act should be amended in 
a way to relieve some of the limitations 
upon business activity which the act im- 
poses. The purpose of such an amendment 
would not be so much to relieve the cor- 
poration as the people themselves. He 
suggested that it might thus be possible 
for the people to secure for themselves 
the benetits which come from co-operative 
activity, as manifested in corporations 
and by agreements between corporations, 
without in any way lessening the protec- 
tion which all desire against the evils 
which have followed upon the creation 
of great corporations, and upon agree- 
ments between them in restraint of trade, 

“My own opinion, which runs counter to 
that of many others to whom we are 
bound to listen with respect, is that noth- 
ing is necessarily to be feared from a 
corporation because of its size,’’ he said, 
“The character of a corporation does not 
depend upon its size, but upon the prin- 
ciples and policies which actuate its man- 
agement. Corporations themselves have 
no moral qualities; it is corporate officers 
and managers who are good or bad, hon- 
est or dishonest, as the case may be. The 
problem of creating and developing a 
publie service corporation that 
serves the public is simply the problem 
always and everywhere present in our 
life of securing for positions of trust and 
power men who are not only intelligent, 
but upright: who are not only efficient, 
but honest. It is not combination and co- 
operation that are to be feared and an- 
tagonized, but only monopoly and dis- 
crimination.” 

Wade H. Ellis, Attorney-General of 
Ohio, in a plea for amity between State 
and Federal authority, claimed that there 
is no inherent power in one corporation 
to own the stock of another, and that 
Congress can and should deny to inter- 
state commerce corporations the power to 
own stock in other corporations; Congress 
having exercised the power to create in- 
terstate corporations. There would be 
nothing startling or revolutionary in the 
act. It would be merely an extension of 
the policy already enforced by Congress 
with respect to all corporations now cre- 
ated under its direct authority. He did 
not predict that the policy suggested 
would solve the problem of the trusts, 
but he said it might remove the most ob- 
vious of existing evils, and, more im- 
portant than all else, it would make the 
promoters of every great enterprise con- 
duct it openly under one name. The battle 
for business would then be conducted 
without “concealed weapons.”

Society of Chemical Industry. 
LOCAL SECTION FAVORS THE CONSULT- 
ING OF CHEMISTS IN DRAFTING 
FOOD AND DRUGS DECISIONS. 


The first meeting of the New York Sec- 
tion of the Society of Chemical Industry 
tor the session of 1907-8 was called to order 
at 8.40 o’clock Friday evening by Chair- 
man G. C, Stone. ‘ 

Resolutions of regret on and recognition 
of the loss to science through the deaths 
of Sir W. H,. Perkin and Durand Wood- 
man, a member of the section, were read 
aud adopted, 

Secretary H. Schweitzer announced that 
a civil service examination would be held 
at Brooklyn November 27, for chemists and 
polariscopists in the New York customs 
service at a salary of $1,800 per annum. 

‘rhe only paper arranged for on the pro- 
gram was by J. A. Wesener and G. L. 
reller, on “Bleaching of Flour as Now 
Practie@d by Millers.’’ This was a yvolum- 
inous review of the work of the authors 
in the examination of flours and bread- 
stuffs during the past four years. lt was 
read by Dr. Wesener. The authors de- 
fended the practice of using nitrogen 
peroxide and other nitrogen compounds in 
improving the appearance of flour, claim- 
ing that there was no resultant injury to 
the flour nor did more than an infinitesimal 
amount of nitrogen anhydride remain in 
tlour so treated. The charges of Prof. 
Ladd, of the North Dakota college, read 
before the food commission convention at 
Jamestown, were refuted, and the stated 
results of his experiments depreciated. 

Tais paper was followed by considerable 
discussion of the methods of government 
officials, Prof. 8S. P. Sadtler suggested 
that the society represent to the officials 
intrusted with the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs law regulations the ad- 
vantages of calling a conference of chem- 
ists and manufacturers before promul- 
gating regulations. Dr. Schweitzer agreed 
with Prof. Sadtler, and while lauding the 
good purpose and common sense of the 
law, he characterized the regulations as 
idiotic in many instances. He referred 
ironically to the misuse of the guaranty 
for advertising purposes by the nostrum 
men, 

Messrs. Baeheland, Parker and Ewing 
advised working in harmony with the of- 
ficials and putting aside small grievances, 
Mr. Ewing contended that the label should 
tell the truth and the public be educated 
along the essential lines. 

The chairman appointed 8. P. Sadtler, 
T. J. Parker and M, T. Bogert a commit- 
tee to learn the sense of the section in the 
matter of asking the government officials 
in the interpretation and enforcement of 
the Food and Drugs law. Prof. Sadtler 
later presented a preliminary report set- 
ting forth as the opinion of the section 
that the Food and Drugs act was in it- 
self worthy of the highest approval; the 
regulations, however, showed a lack of 
specific knowledge and might be improved 
by obtaining suggestions from chemical 
authorities and manufacturers. The re- 
port requested the secretaries of the three 
departments, Agricultural, Treasury and 
Commerce and Labor, to arrange for a 
conference with representatives of these 
two classes in the consideration of future 
rulings. 

The secretary stated that the local com- 
mittee on the Perkin medal would meet 
the second week in November to act up- 
on the votes for the various candidates, 
and select three names to be submitted 
to the Perkin medal committee before De- 
cember Ist. The members were requested 
to send in the name of and their reasons 
for their choice as early as possible,

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Oct, 23, 1907, 


The week in the seed market has been 
featured by more or less unevenness in 
price, but the close finds the market con- 
siderably under the closing levels of last 
week. Liberal receipts have been calcu- 
luted to relieve the tension on the market, 
and have enabled the buyers of seed to 
secure their stuff at lower prices. The 
demand came chiefly from the crushers 
and one big seed house which has been 
on the buying side of the market with 
more or less persistence ever since the 
opening of the season. If the reports 
which are circulated are to be accepted 
true, this house has realized a con- 
siderable profit on its seed thus far this 
season. Aside from the buying by the 
regular crushers it was noticed that one 
of the big crushing concerns was taking 
more seed than ordinarily might have 
been expected, and while the receipts at 
Duluth were much more liberal than they 
were the previous week, it was seen that 
there was no seed allowed to go begging. 
The rapid break in prices the previous 
week was undoubtedly due to the increase 
in the offerings of seed, and it was de- 
clared then, by the bears in the trade 
that prices were certain to continue to 
show a downward trend. But the manner 
in which the seed has been taken this 
week does not lead to the conclusion 
that the market is in any immediate dan- 
ger of being overloaded with it, even 
though the heavy premium on cash seed 
is off. A liberal percentage of the seed 
that came to the Duluth market within 
the past week was taken for delivery on 
October contracts, and the general im- 
pression of the trade was that the short 
interest in that month had been reduced 
to a minimum. 

There has not been any very noticeable 
open buying of seed for foreign account 
during the week, but there has been 
some buying by certain interests, which 
may or may not be for export purposes. 
A few loads of seed have been worked for 
export, and it is not unlikely that some 
of the seed which had been bought prior 
to the recent bulge, for foreign account, 
was sold on the advance. If this seed 
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were really flax that had been bought 
for commercial needs, and then resold 
when the owners saw a chance for a 
profit, it would mean that this much more 
would have to be rebought, to take the 
place of the line that had been disposed of, 
However, it is likely that some of the 
seed bought for foreign account had been 
on speculation, and that much of it may 
be eliminated from further consideration, 
the question therefore still remains an 
vpen one as to how much seed the for- 
eigners will buy, and this, naturally, is 
dependent on the needs of this country. 
it is already being estimated by some of 
the experts in the trade that there will 
be little if any more seed than enough 
tor domestic needs. In that case the 
question of the foreign price and the 
needs of the foreign buyers might not 
enter to any material extent into the 
settling of Duluth prices. It is certain 
that buyers are now more or less fear- 
ful of the failure of the seed crop 
to prove large enough to permit of much 
seed going abroad. In this connection it 
may also be noted that the foreign trade 
itself seems to have reached the conclusion 
that there is not going to be much chance 
of securing American seed for some of 
them are figuring on the amount of seed 
available to Europe without considering 
America in the light of an exporting 
country. 

For the first time this year receipts of 
seed were in excess of those for the cor- 
responding week last year. Minneapolis 
and Duluth together had 1,616 cars against 
1,548 for the same time last year. How- 
ever, it is more than likely that the dup- 
lications from Minneapolis to Duluth were 
heavier this year than they were a year 
ago, as Duluth has begun to show a 
good premium over Minneapolis. This 
would mean that the actual primary re- 
ceip®@S were not so heavy as they appear 
by the table receipts. Reports from the 
country say that seed is moving freely 
to the country elevators, and this should 
mean a more liberal run of stuff to the 
central markets later on. It should also 
enable the country to become freer 
sellers, but whether or not the crop 
shortage has been fully anticipated re- 
mains to be seen.

Like a cloud, with little suggestion of 
a silver lining, the financial unrest has 
hovered over the general drug market 
and it would be difficult to imagine a 
more uninteresting situation than the 
week has actually presented. Dealers, 
as a rule, are trying to find what en- 
couragement they can in the outlook, 
but they are not very outspoken on 
the brighter side. Price changes during 
the interval have been of comparatively 
little significance, and on the whole the 
market has maintained a fair degree 
of stability. The opium situation is re- 
garded as more susceptible to bearish 
influences. Quinine is unchanged, but 
London cabled a firmer tendency. Ace- 
tanilid is higher. Aloin shows material 
improvement. Chinese cantharides are 
lower and easy. C. P. glycerine is very 





firm and extreme values are not im- 
probable. Haarlem oil has _ declined. 
Menthol is unchanged but nominal. 


The declining course of nitrate of sil- 
ver has been checked and prices are 
about last week’s basis. Angostura 
tonka beans are firmer. A lower range 
is current for Mexican vanilla cuts. 
Cubeb berries are strong and upward, 
occasioning an advanced level for the 
oil. Bergamot ojl has declined and an 
easier tone characterizes lemon oil. 
Peppermint continues steady. The only 
development in the camphor situation 
was a reported weakening in Japanese 
crude, but values for refined remained 
apparently steady. Gamboge is tending 
upward. Golden seal is irregular with 
the tone of the market less _ firm.

dealers express confidence in the up- 
ward maintenance of values and an 
extreme level is not regarded as improb- 
able. The chief strengthening factor is 
the dynamite situation, the demand be- 
ing excessive and absorbing heavy 
quantities of crude, saponification be- 
ing used when sufficient supplies of 
soap lye are not available. Dynamite 
at the close was quoted at lic. for 
prompt and l4ec. for forward delivery. 
On this basis it is declared that prices 
for C. P. are disproportionate, a mar- 
gin of 1%c. between the varieties usual- 
ly prevailing. Our correspondent writes 
as follows on crude:— 
Paris, Oct. 18, 1907. 

The market for the crude glycerine continues 
firm in consequence of the large demand from 
consumers, but sellers are holding now for 
higher prices, as follows:—Saponification, 112 
francs per 100 kilos, c. and f. New York, new 
drums included, payment at ninety days; lye, 
95 francs, same conditions. 

HAARLEM OIL.—The market has 
developed an irregularity in quotations 
that establishes extremes at $3.25 and 
$4. The disturbing factor has been the 
freer extent of receipts chiefly in an 
out-of-town quarter. 

MENTHOL.—Conditions are entirely 
nominal and there is no opportunity to 
test the force of quotations which may 
be repeated as $2.25@2.40, as to quan- 
tity and holder. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—The de- 
clining course of the market, which was 
a feature of the previous week, has 
been checked and at the close there 
had been a recovery of %c., bringing 
the basis of 1,000 ozs. to 395c. 

QUICKSILVER. — Nothing further 
has developed regarding quotations 
which are firm at the recent advance 
to 61@62c. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—For true 
20c, is generally maintained, but the ar- 
tificial is offered at 9@10c. 


Balsams. 


There have been freer arrivals of 
Central and South American copaiba 
during the week, aggregating 86 cases, 
but the market is well sustained at the 
recent advance to 45@50c., with more 
dealers maintaining the higher figure. 
A good proposition of late receipts is 
said to be intended for Hamburg ac- 
count, and further lots for that market 
are sought in the producing districts. 
Para remains in short supply, with $1 
@1.10 the ruling range. A late arrival 
of this variety comprised two barrels. 
The first are equally firm at lately pre- 
vailing quotations, 

Barks. 


Interest in cascara sagrada has been 
at a minimum during the week, and a 
ear lot of new bark that was available 
below 8c. f. 0. b. coast went begging in 
the local market, being disposed of else- 
where. Spot quotations may be repeated 
as 10%@l2c., as to age, quantity and 
seller. Continued shortage is a fea- 
ture of the market for cramp bark, and 
6c. is less freely named. There has 
been a good movement in wild cherry 
bark for consuming account, and sup- 
plies are reaching a low level. A 
further revision in quotations for cotton 
root bark brings the market to 74%42@8c. 


The abated demand that has been 
experienced in some local quarters for 
vanilla beans is associated in a meas- 
ure with the disturbance of the finan- 
cial situation, the goods running so 
readily into fairly large values. Deal- 
ers await a resumption of the usual 
volume of trading, with general busi- 
ness conditions again established on a 
sound basis. The most important price 
development during the week has been 
a lower range of Mexican cuts at $3.75 
@4, which is attributed to the effect of 
bearish tactics, designed to influence 
the new crop. Whole Mexican beans 
are maintained at $4.25@7, as to length, 
quality and quantity, and negotiations 
for large lots are said to be current, 
Bourbons are decidedly firm, and only 
limited quantities of ordinary goods 
are available below $3. We are ad- 
vised that new Seychelles, as they run, 
realized the high level of $3.45 abroad, 
which is said to be nearly 50c. above 
the spot parity. The comparative 
cheapness of Bourbon beans here has 
stimulated inquiries for foreign ac- 
count, but whether the terms will be 
sufficiently attractive to overcome the 
force of the duty of 40c. per kilo, which 
would be required on importations to 
France from this country, remains to be 
seen, 

Angostura tonka beans are main- 
tained at an advance to 80@85c., as to 
quantity, in consequence of the light- 
ness and concentration of supplies, 

Berries. 

Cubebs have gained further strength 
and the probability of an extreme level 
is predicted, owing to the shortage at 
all points, particularly of goods for dis-

The lot has 
been sold subject to being passed, at 
what is declared to be an extravagant 
price and will be used for the oil. Quo- 
tations at the close were l5c. for ordi- 
nary, l7c. for XX and 18@20c. for 
powdered, but offerings were reserved. 

Further arrivals of new crop juniper 
berries aggregate 730 bags, a good part 
of which is said to have been sold. 
Many of the new goods are reported 
shriveled, having been picked too early 
and containing moisture which impairs 
their quality during transit. New ber- 
ries are offered at 3%c., but for old 
38%c. is more generally named, 


Essential Oils. 


Recent developments in the lemon oil 
Situation are treated on the editorial 
page and little of supplementary inter- 
est is to be’ noted in this connection. 
We are advised that a few lots have 
been released by the government of- 
ficials and the market reflects rather an 
easier tone, sales for local account hay- 
ing been consummated at $1.90. There 
has been a revision in quotations for 
bergamot more in buyers’ favor, owing 
to competition, a backward demand 
and the approach of the new crop, Lit- 
tle interest has been stimulated as yet 
in new supplies, dealers preferring to 
await further developments as to the 
government’s attitude. 

Interest in peppermint has abated 
materially during the week, but the 
market continues to command general- 
ly favorable regard. No offers below 
$1.75 have been reported from the West, 
but the financial disturbances has held 
trading practically in abeyance. Old 
stocks are considered fairly adequate, 
it being estimated that 50,000 pounds 
have been carried over in the West and 
100,000 pounds are in storage and deal- 
ers’ hands here. In a limited way $1.70 
can be done on spot for bulk. H. G. 
H. is firm at $2.50@2.75, as to quantity 
and seller. 

American pennyroyal is sparingly of- 
fered from the producing districts and 
some dealers state that they have found 
nothing available below $3.25, There 
are spot sellers at $3. 

The spice market continues to exert 
an easy influence on clove oil, with 
924%ec. for cans and 97%c. for bottles 
now inside quotations. 

The same scarcity is reported as to 
sweet birch (natural wintergreen), but 
quotations are irregular, the range ex- 
tending from $2.10 to $2.50. Cubeb oil 
is maintained at an advance to $1.50@ 
1.60 in sympathy with the higher level 
of berries, supplies suitable for dis- 
tilling purposes being especially scarce. 
The upward course of oil is a probable 
feature of the market in the near fu- 
ture. 

Cassia is well held at $1.45@1.50 for 
75@80 per cent., owing to limited stocks, 
but anise is in a less favorable posi- 
tion, and quotations can probably be 
shaded, 

Flowers. 

Further arrivals of Roman cham- 
omiles continue to influence the mar- 
ket in buyers’ favor, the revised basis 
being 21@22c. Hungarian flowers re- 
main steady at 18@20c. 

We are advised of an arrival of new 
foreign clover tops, which are offered 
at 14%@lic. 

Valencia saffron is fully sustained at 
$8@8.75, as to quality, with the import 
cost placed at $8. The American va- 
riety is slow and nominal. 

True arnica flowers are in limited 
supply, with 12@l4c. the prevailing 
range. 

Gums, 

Of principal interest in the camphor 
situation is the report of London ca- 
ble advices indicating a material de- 
cline in Japanese crude, in sympathy 
with the easier course of Chinese crude. 
The market for foreign refined does 
not seem to have been influenced, sales 
aggregating 150 cases of Japanese 
ounces at Zs. 6d. and 2% Ib. slabs at 
2s. 5%d. for December-January ship- 
ment from Japan having been reported. 
For prompt shipment 2s. 7d. and 2s. 6d., 
respectively, were named in another 
quarter. 

Gamboge is attracting more interest, 
cable advices from London reporting 
£22 per cwt. for whole prime pipe, 
bringing the cost here to about $1. No 
quotable change has been occasioned in 
spot values, but the tone is unques- 
tionably firmer. 

Arabic sorts maintain a firm ten- 
dency, and a sale of 200 bags of ordi- 
nary amber grade has been reported 
for October shipment from abroad at 
close to 9c. 

Curacao aloes in boxes command 9% 
@9%c., but gourds are dull and nom- 
inal at 11@12c. Whole true Barbadoes 
remain out of the market, but a limited 
quantity of powdered 1s offered at 60c, 

A revision in quotations for Sumatra 
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benzoin establishes the market at a 
slight decline to 25@43c., the distinc- 
tion being chiefly one of quality. 

Sales of mastic have been reported 
at 52%c. 

Herb and Leaves. 

London cabled that a limit of 11d. 
would be maintained for prime green 
short buchu at the next drug auctions, 
representing an advance of 1d. Dealers 
feel that the parity of 23c. is fully war- 
ranted on spot for the more desirable 
goods and there is likely to be no re- 
cession in values, as old supplies are 
cleared at the Cape and the new crop, 
usually due in December, is said to be 
backward in its development. 

Pulsatilla is again firmer at 8%@10c., 
and the foreign markets age reported 
depleted. For henna l5c. can still be 
done in a limited way. 


Roots. 


The market for golden seal has been 
more irregular during the week, the 
closeness of spot holdings having been 
relaxed somewhat and freer offerings 
being reported from the country. We 
find $2.10 available, but the range is 
maintained to $2.25. Quotations for 
granular and powdered are below the 
basis of whole root. 

For German dandelion 40c. may be re- 
peated, but the market is not regarded 
in the same favorable light as pre- 
viously noted, supplies now being fairly 
well distributed, with the demand of 
little consequence. Sales for Novem- 
ber-December shipment were reported 
at 25c. Mail advices from a primary 
quarter stated that digging had pro- 
ceeded slowly, the soil being hardened 
by the prevailing dry weather and that 
dealers in the producing districts had 
been on the losing side in fulfilling en- 
gagements for September-October ship- 
ment. 

More interest has been manifested in 
jalap and difficulty has been experi- 
enced in securing root to meet what 
is considered the excessive U. S. P. re- 
quirement of 7 per cent. resin. Good 
testing supplies are quoted at 18@20c. 

Sales of mandrake have been reported 
at 9c., inducing a firmer stand on the 
part of some dealers. 

Berberis aquilfolium continues to re- 
act under freer supplies, the revised 
range being 17@20c., as to holder. 

The market for ipecac seems to re- 
flect a steadier tendency but without 
appreciable improvement in values. 


Seeds. 


Further improvement has been scored 
in Dutch caraway, a late test of the 
market disclosing nothing better than 
8%4c. on an inquiry for 25 bags. In one 
quarter it was stated that 8%%c. had 
been realized ex dock. Arrivals during 
the week comprised 200 bags. 

Further receipts of poppy seed ag- 
gregate 450 bags from Rotterdam, 
which are said to be of the German 
variety. Very little Dutch seed is on 
the market, and the greater part of 
spot holdings is said to be of indifferent 
quality. For German 8c. can be done, 
but Dutch is held at 9c. 

Arrivals of new crop California 
brown mustard seed are due shortly, 
but of yellow the crop is reported back- 
ward. English yellow’ seed, which 
holds a close place with the California 
variety, is obtainable at 5%@é6c. 

English rape is easier at 5@5%c., but 
for German 4%@5c. may be repeated. 

Celery is firmly sustained at 8@8%éc., 
as to quality and seller. 


Shellac. 


The market has continued along un- 
eventful lines and there has been 
nothing from the usual foreign sources 
to lend any suggestion of a feature. 
With forward trading practically at a 
standstill, there has been little occa- 
sion to sound the status of the markets 
abroad. Our London correspondent 
cabled a closing quotation of 145s. for 
spot T. N., representing an _ easier 
tendency. Considering the disturbance 
in general commercial affairs here, a 
fairly satisfactory jobbing trade has 
been experienced. Quotations for the 
leading marks are unchanged. A. C. 
garnet is almost unobtainable on spot 
and the London stock is said to com- 
prise 15 cases, which, it is stated, would 
cost 46%4c. here. The shortage will not 


be relieved until new crop goods are 
available, October being the earliest 
shipment, 


Spices. 


Trading has continued within nar- 
row limits, the general reserve on the 
part of important buyers being em- 
phasized by the financial situation, 
Peppers seemed to be an encouraging 
feature of the week, the market at the 
opening showing a strengthening ten- 
dency for all grades in all positions. 
The confidence of buyers appeared to 
be on the mend, and a good movement 
was in progress when the check came 
and the improved position could not be 
sustained. For October-December ship- 
ment of Zanzibar cloves 114@lli%%c. is 
named, but the market commands more 
favorable regard, with a reported in- 
crease in the consuming demand. 

Receipts of the new crop at Zanzibar 
from October 1 to 15 aggregated 19,500 
bales, bringing the total since July 1 
to 95,500 bales. Nutmegs are reported 
steadier, but the low range of 12%@ 
12%c. for 105s@110s is still current. z

The state of trade in crude drugs on the 
Mincing Lane markets this week shows no im- 
provement and most of prices continue to rule 
in buyers’ favor. Both crude China and refined 
Japan camphor are fast declining. Cascara 
sagrada on spot is steady. Gum arabic is slow, 
and gum tragacanth is selling at high prices. 
For menthol the drug auction prices are quoted 
privately. Star anise oil is tending easier and 
cassia oil remains firm on spot, but quoted 
lower to arrive and of peppermint oils Amer- 
ican is firm but lower for Japan. For quinine 
a quiet market prevails, and shellac, though 
cheaper on spot, closes firmer for futures. Of 
Japan wax spot eupplies are practically ex- 
hausted, and the arrival price is better. 

Quinine has been in somewhat better demand, 
and a little more doing in consequence, a fair 
quantity changing hands at 8d. on the spot 
for the best German brands in second hands 
and up to 84d. per ounce for December de- 
livery. The manufacturers’ quotation remains 
unaltered at 814d. 

Shellac.—The demand on spot has been slow 
but steady at lower prices, fair T. N. orange 
having now come down to 1456. and good ditto 
is selling up to 152s. 6d. per hundredweight. 
The fine grades of orange are now cheap at 
170@180s., according to quality and selling 
therat. Of A. C. garnet there is practically 
none to be had and quoted at 210s., but G. A. 
L. in circle can be ought at 160s. The demand 
for buttons is almost nil for the present, and 
values are quite nominal. Futures of T. N. 
were almost unsalable of late, but the last day 
or two a firmer tone supervened, and October 
delivery has been done at 140@144s., December 
at 135s. and March at 131s. 

The market is quiet and unaltered for crude 
Japan antimony needle, selling in small quan- 
tities at £35@£37 10s. per ton on spot and at 
#31 10s., c. 1. f., to arrive. Prices for camphor 
are on a rapid downward movement and crude 
China on spot is now likely to be obtained at 
205s. per hundredweight, while to arrive busi- 
ness has been done, commencing at 210s., de- 
clining to 205s. and now quoted at 200e., c. 1. f. 
Japan refined has, however, suffered more than 
the other, and has been sold down to 2s. 44. 
per pound, c. |. f. for October-January shipment 
for l-ounce tabiets and down to the same pri¢e 
for 2%-pound slabs, though 2s, 5%4d., c. i. f,, 
is asked generally for both. 

Cascara sagrada on spot can still be bought 
at 47s. per hundredweight for new, in epite 
of some holders asking 48s., and to arrive 
47s. 6d., c. 1. f£., is now the lowest, but sold 
since again at 45s., c. i. f. At the drug auc- 
tions 182 bags of 1903 or 1904 bark were offered 
and bought in at 50s., but 48s. or a little more 
might have bought the parcel. There is no 
change to report in East Indian descriptions of 
gum arabic, and business is almost at a stand- 
still. Ghatty to arrive remains as previously 
reported, but Soudan sorts are firmer, with 
87s. 6d. asked for half hard sorts, and Senegal 
continues to be firmly held at 30s. 64., f. o. b. 
Bordeaux. Gum olibanum !s selling at 42s. 6d. 
per hundredweight for fair Aden drop and at 
9@15s. for common to fair garblings. Gum 
tragacanth keeps high in price, as mentioned 
last week. 

Menthol crystals are closing since the drug 
auctions at 7s @7s. 1d. spot for all brands, 
while Suzuki to arrive has been sold at 6s. 
Tied., c. i. f., for October-December shipment, 
closing with sellers at 6s. 64., c. 1. f. For 
musk holders continue to aek for Tonquin fine 
pile blue skin 85s. per ounce, and 55@60s. for 
old style, according to quantity, but no trans- 
actions are reported.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


A gradual slowing down of the in- 
dustrial wheels is becoming more ap- 
parent as the weeks roll on. At the 
moment business sentiment is very con- 
servative and the adoption of the hand- 
to-mouth policy is becoming a universal 
feature. The violent break in the stock 
market and the suspension of several 
banks has made both manufacturers 
and consumers cautious, while the 
pyrotechnical display in the money 
market and the difficulty of borrowing 
money has prevented many heavy pur- 
chases which usually occur at this time 
of the year. Reports from the South 
and West indicate a good average 
business in those sections and it is not 
easy to believe that the present de- 
pression surrounding local circles will 
continue any great length of time. Good 
crops at high prices must operate to 
prevent anything like a commercial 
crisis. 

In the great agricultural staples the 
market has worked lower. The disturb- 
ance in the financial district and the 
inability to extend credit caused the 
liquidation of many speculative hold- 
ings and consequently lower values. 
The range for December wheat was 
from $1.09%@1.165%, closing Friday at 
31.10%. December corn ranged from 
70% @74c., closing Friday at 70%c. De- 
cember cotton ranged from 10.25@11.15c., 
closing Friday at 10.43c. Oats ranged 
from 6214@54%c., closing Friday at 
52%c. 

The 100 per cent, rate for call money 
quoted on the Stock Exchange Thurs- 
day exceeded the rates seen in many 
other panics. The high rate at the time 
of the Northern Pacific panic was 75 
per cent., in the Boer war panic 186, in 
the panic of 1893, when the Erie Rail- 
road and Michell’s Bank failed, 74. In 
the Free Silver scare of 1896 the high 
rate was 186, in the Venezuela scare 
of 1895 it was 80. In the troubled year 
of 1890, the high rate was 186. 

The market for time money has been 
more or less nominal. Rates early in 
the week were 6%@7 per cent. for 90 
days, and 6@6% per cent. for longer 
periods. Money on call at the Stock 
Exchange ranged from 6@100 per cent., 
the closing rate on Friday was 50 per 
cent. Mercantile paper has been in 
limited demand. Rates at the close 





were nominally 7@7% per cent. for four 
to six months’ bills receivable; 7@7% 
per cent, for choice single names, and 


7%@8 per cent, for other grades. Bar 
Silver closed Friday at 6lc. Mexican 


dollars closed at 48\%c. bid and 52%c. 
asked. The market for sterling ex- 
change has ruled easier, closing weak 
on Friday. Rates for actual business 
at the close were 4.84@4.84% for de- 
mand. Cables, 4.8690@4.8695. Com- 
mercial bills were 4.84. 

Probably more interest has been con- 
centrated on the securities market than 
any other market in the world during 
the past week. Liquidation of enormous 
volume, resulting in the crumbling 
of prices broadcast, has been a feature 
of the week’s trading. Banking aid 
and treasury relief were rendered lib- 
erally but prices declined violently. So 
far as earnings go, many industrial 
stocks look very attractive on the basis 
of present quotations. At the current 
rate of earnings a number of these 
companies could retire their respective 
preferred stocks on the basis of pre- 
vailing market prices from the pro- 
spective earnings of the coming two or 
three years. 

The directors of the American Cotton 
Oil Co, will meet early next month for 
the purpose of taking action on the 
dividends on the common and pre- 
ferred stocks. While the question as 
to the rate of dividend on the common 
stock has not been formally discussed 
as yet, the belief prevails that it will 
be 4 per cent. It is understood that 
the surplus available for dividends on 
the common stock in the last fiscal year 
was equivalent to between 6 and 7 per 
cent. on the common. The surplus of 
the American Cotton Oil Co. each year 
is nearly all distributed to sharehold- 
ers, as the management believes it has 
sufficient working capital on hand to 
properly conduct the business of the 
company. 

The sale of less than 300 shares 
caused a break of 24% points in Stand- 
ard Oil on Tuesday to 300, the lowest 
price the stock has touched in 10 years. 
Trading in the issue was active and ex- 
cited, and after the first heavy decline 
some support appeared, and the issue 
closed 5 points above the lowest of the 
day. It is not believed any of the larg- 
est stockholders have sold any stock.

Fisheries Co, of New Jersey 
Declared Insolvent. 
Wednesday that 
Arthur L. Brown, of the United 
Circuit Court, had declared the 
of New Jersey in- 
solvent and had appointed William P. 
Sheffield, of Newport, and Orlando J. 
Delaney, of Morristown, N. J., as tem- 
porary receivers, occasioned no great sur- 
prise among the trade who was familiar 
with the adverse conditions confronting 
the concern for the past year. Business 
will be continued at Tiverton under su- 
pervision of the receivers, who are bonded 
at $125,000 each, until further orders from 
the court. 

The action which immediately resulted 
in the receivership was taken upon the 
petition of Robert R. Haydock, a citizen 
of Pennsylvania, who has filed a bill in 
equity against the concern, setting forth 
that the liabilities exceed $630,000, and 
that the corporation has no cash or other 
assets to iiquidate its indebtedness. The 
defendant corporation is ordered to ap- 
pear to-day (October 28) to show cause 
why the receivers should not be made 
permanent and why an injunction should 
not be issued against the sale or transfer 
of any property. 

The Fisheries Company owns and con- 
trols the numerous plants for extracting 
and manufacturing oil and fertilizer from 
fish, principally menhaden, along the At- 
latic Coast. The past year is said to have 
proved a disastrous one for a number 
of reasons, among others, the loss by fire 
of its northern factory at Promise Land, 
in June, when the season was in full 
swing. It is understood that the plant 
was covered to the extent of $130,000 insur- 
loss was the more Lppere | 

beeause of the fact that as the catc 
> short about 50 to 60 per cent. and the 
necessity of shipping all its product to 
either the Maine or Chesapeake plants for 
manufacture not only involved additional 
expense and time, but operated against 
the value of the fish.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Oct. 24, 1907. 

The demand for fertilizer materials has 
been just a trifle more active this week 
than it was the previous week, but there 
has been practically no change in prices, 
and the market has not yet reached that 
point of keen activity which would justify 
the sellers in advancing values. The pack- 
ers have been rather more anxious to sell 
than otherwise, a condition which did not 
obtain a short time ago, but the fact that 
they have accumulated some liberal 
stocks, coupled with the bad conditions 
in the money market, makes some of the 
sellers, and particularly the smaller pack- 
ers, anxious to realize money on their 
stuff. The South has taken about its 
usual amount cf blood and tankage, but 
the East is still inclined to shy at prices. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The demand for blood 
is almost entirely from the South. Little 
contracting reported as yet, though a fair 
amount of business has been done in 
nearby deliveries. The quotable price is 
$2.52%, Chicago. 

TANKAGE.—There is_ practically no 
change in the market. The South is stilil 
buying a iittle stuff in a limited sort of 
way, but there is no such demand as to 
indicate that the fall trade has broadened 
out to its usual liberal proportions. Con- 
tract buying is almost entirely suspended 
for the time being. The East still finds 
that prices are too high for their ideas. 
The general price range as quoted by 
sellers is as follows:—Twelve and 12, 
$2.45 and 10; 11 and 15, $2.42% and 10; 10 and 
20, $2.40 and 10; 9 and 20 crushed, $2.35 and 
i0. Low grades are quoted $16@18 per ton. 

BONE MEAL.—The market is quiet, the 
season being over. There is no raw bone 
on the market. The steamed is quoted 
$17 per ton, but there is very little de- 
mand for it. 

CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE. 
—If the sellers were in a position to offer 
this fertilizer, they could undoubtedly sell 
it, for the production for the next sixty 
days has been sold ahead, and the market 
is therefore bare of offerings. The price 
is still held nominally at $7.25, Chicago.

The general chemical market has pre- 
sented a quiet appearance during the 
past week. More interest has been 
concentrated on Wall street than any- 
where else; in fact, the unsettled con- 
dition of the financial market has done 
considerable in stimulating conserv- 
atism in commodities, and chemicals 
have been no exception. Contract de- 
liveries have been moving fairly steady, 
and this at least has tended to pre- 
vent accumulations. Generally speak- 
ing, new orders are backward, and 
probably will continue so as long as 
the money market is subject to pyro- 
technical displays. In some instances 
holders of various chemicals have been 
forced to sell, and the result has been 
lower values. Such changes as have 
been recorded during the week have 
all favored buyers. One of the most 
important developments was a break in 
arsenic, due to the lack of consuming 
demand. Freer arrivals of oxalic acid 
have placed that commodity on a lower 
basis. Holders of sal ammoniac have 
shaded prices in the hope of stimulat- 
ing trade. Crude saltpeter is easier, 
owing to increased supplies. The an- 
nouncement that contract prices of the 
chlorates for 1908 would be the same as 
for the present year had a stimulating 
effect in those markets. Brimstone 
continues in an unsettled condition, ow- 
ing to foreign and domestic competi- 
tion. A detailed market report of the 
principal chemicals is given below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Manu- 
facturing consumers continue to draw 
freely on their contracts, but aside from 
this there has been little in the way of 
important business. Additional sales 
for both foreign and domestic account 
have been chiefly in small spot quanti- 
ties. Supplies are not excessive, and 
the market is sustained on the basis of 
1.30c, for bulk, 1.50c. for kegs, f. 0. b. 
works, and the usual advance of .20c. 
all around delivered in this section, less 
the usual discount terms, 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Recent ar- 
rivals have enabled dealers to make de- 
liveries promptly, and the aggregate 
shipments during the past week have 
been of fairly liberal proportions. Re- 
cent inquiries from the paper interests 
have resulted in the booking of addi- 
tional crders for delivery over 1908, and 
the market reflects a steady tone, with 
values firm for spot at 1.30c., with car 
lots quoted at 1.25c. and up for stand- 
ard makes, according to seller and 
terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The situation has 
assumed a more quiet attitude, while 
the demand does not appear as active 
as formerly. Supplies have shown 
signs of accumulation in some sections, 
which have resulted in the placing of 
goods in store rather than sell at con- 
cessions, Values show no _ visible 
change, and orders are booked on the 
basis of 1.75@1.80c. and .10c. higher for 
60 per cent. f. o. b. works, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. Powdered is in 
fair demand at 2%@38c., as to test, 
quantity and point of delivery, 

SALT CAKE.—Heavy shipments to 
consuming sources continue to absorb 
the bulk of production. The glass- 
makers are taking their full quota of 
supplies, and in some instances orders 
have been increased. The market ts 
steady with conditions favorable for a 
g00d average movement over the year. 
Spot is firm at .40@.42c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale, 

SAL SODA.—Aside from the move- 
ment on regular contracts, business has 
been light and of a hand-to-mouth 
character. There has been no over- 
production of supplies, and additional 
offerings have been comparatively 
light, thus imparting a firm tone to the 
market. Prices are unchanged at .70c. 
and up f. o. b., less the usual discount 
terms. Sales of concentrated have been 
made in a jobbing way on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Shipments to the glass 
and papermakers have been progress- 
ing on an enormous scale, and available 
stocks have been kept at a low level. 
Weather conditions have been distinct- 
ly favorable to deliveries, and the ag- 
gregate movement during the past 
three weeks has been extremely satis- 
factory to producers, The market re- 
flects a firm undertone, with additional 
sales effected at .90@.95c. for 48 per 
cent. f. 0. b. works, as to quantity and 
terms of sale. Sales have been made 
of high test at .82@.87%4c., as to test 
quantity and seller. 

Acids. 


ACETIC.—An active, steady market 
has been in progress for this com- 


modity. The paint interests have been 
liberal purchasers, and these, with the 
demand from other large consumers, 
have kept supplies at a low level. 
Crude materials are still high and the 
situation presents a strong appearance, 
with values well sustained at 2.60@38c., 
as to quantity and seller. 

MURIATIC.—An active demand has 
prevailed for moderate quantities of 
spot, and the aggregate of these sales 
during the week has aggregated a sat- 
isfactory volume. The movement on 
regular contracts has continued steady, 
and the market presents a firm appear- 
ance, with values fully sustained at 
110c. and up, as to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—A steady demand from 
manufacturing consumers has kept the 
market active throughout the week. 
Deliveries on outstanding contracts 
have been fairly heavy, and the bulk of 
supplies has been readily taken. There 
has been no reduction in the prices of 
raw materials, and this with the en- 
hanced cost of labor has imparted a 
very firm tone to the local situation. 
Sales have been effected at 44%c. and 
up, as to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—The easier tendency noted 
in our previous reviews has finally re- 
sulted in a material decline in this 
commodity. Free arrivals, lack of de- 
mand and selling pressure from small 
holders have been factors in influencing 
lower prices, Early in the week a few 
casks sold at 8%c., and later small lots 
were available at 7%c., while in some 
quarters it was intimated that better 
than this could be done on a firm bid. 

SULPHURIC.—The market has ruled 
steady under an active demand from 
manufacturing consumers. A liberal 
movement has been in progress on out- 
standing contracts, with the iron and 
steel interests taking most of the ship- 
ments. Spot has been in fair request, 
and the undertone of the general situa- 
tion has continued steady, with sales 
effected on the basis of 1c. and up for 
66 deg. and $12 per ton and up for bulk 
50 deg., as to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

TARTARIC.—Features of importance 
have been lacking in this market. Small 
quantities, representing the actual re- 
quirements of consumers, have been 
taken fairly well, but new business of 
magnitude has been slow. Advices 
from primary sources indicate the 
“usual” damage by frosts, while dam- 
age by floods at some producing points 
have attracted attention, but no va- 
riations have been reflected in the local 
situation. Spot is heid on the basis of 
28% @29\%c, for crystals and 29@29'%4c. 
for powdered, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The market 
reflects a steady tone under an active 
consuming demand, both for domestic 
and export requirements. Additional 
shipments to Hamburg and Rotterdam 
have aggregated over 858,000 pounds, 
Domestic deliveries have been moving 
steadily, with the acetic acid interests 
taking the bulk of supplies. Shipments 
for prompt and forward are quoted on 
the basis of 1.60@1.65c. for brown and 
2.50@2.55¢e. for gray, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. 

ALUM.—Quiet conditions dominate 
this market. Deliveries are moving 
fairly steady, but new orders have been 
confined to small quantities of spot. 
Consumers are not anxious to place or- 
ders of magnitude, and the situation 
presents a rather tame appearance, 
with values unchanged on the basis of 
1.75@1.80c. for lump, 1.85@1.90c. for 
ground, and powdered at 3c. and up- 
ward, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—No material 
changes have developed to occasion new 
interest in this commodity, and, aside 
from the regular movement on con- 
tracts, trade has been more or less rou- 
tine in character. Prices continue un- 
changed on the basis of 4%c. for drums, 
5%c. for carboys in car lots, and the 
usual advance for less quantities, as to 
package and terms of sale, for 26 deg. 

ARSENIC.—The long period of dull- 
ness in this market has finally induced 
holders to cut prices in the hope of 
stimulating trade. Firm cable advices, 
as noted in our review of last week, 
were the last frantic efforts of import- 
ers to hold up the market. From time 
to time our reports have indicated 
lower values, but the situation was so 
extremely quiet that it has been diffi- 
cult to get a line on underlying condi- 
tions. Arrivals have been rather free, 
and in some instances goods have been 
offered at 6%c. for round lots, while 6% 
@7c. has been available for smaller 
quantities, November shipments are 
quoted at 6%c. There has been no 
heavy influx of buying orders at these 
prices, although a business has been 
in progress, Outside conditions do not 
warrant any speculative operations and 
consumers are limiting their purchases 
to actual requirements. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Trade 
have remained quiet during the past 
week, Consumers are still cautious, 
and purchases are confined to immedi- 
ate requirements. The metal continues 
in an unsettled state, and as long as 
this condition exists there will be more 
or less conservatism on the part of 
consumers. Spot in car lots of leading 
brands is held at 5%c. and smaller par- 
cels at 5%c. 

BRIMSTONE.—Trading in small spot 
parcels has continued on a fairly liberal

In practically all lines the depressing 
influence of the financial situation has 
resuited in a recession of trade well 
within jobbing limits, and has placed 
future buying beyond consideration. 
None of the items are worthy of spe- 
cial mention aside from gambier, which 
has arrived in fresh quantities, and 
maintains its high position with 
the increased demand. Antimony salt 
wavers under heavy receipts of both 
the basic metal and crude. Albumen is 
arriving steadily, and displays a slight 
weakness in consequence. Tin crystals 
follow the course of pig in its decline 


to 20%c. Zine dust also is easier and 
sumac supplements no encouraging 


news. 

ALBUMEN.—The regular movement 
of the preceding week has been sus- 
tained and a consistent demand is an- 
ticipated in view of the seasonable call 
usual at this time from confectioners. 
With heavy receipts for the past two 
weeks the market is easier, and listed 
figures would doubtless be subject to 
shading where quantity warranted. 
Late arrivals for local account are 67 
cases, per steamer Mohawk, in from 
Antwerp, 80 cases, per steamer Verona, 
from Kobe, and 69 from Shanghai. We 
are quoted 59@75c. for eggs and 20@28c. 
for blood, of which the latter is report- 
ed in good demand and firmly held. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Specifi- 
eations against outstanding contracts 
have been executed in sufficient num- 
ber and quantity to maintain a good 
movement, though holders are doing 
little new business. A representative 
quotation on oil is said to be 114%@12c. 
and on salt 10@10%c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—A resume of the 
week’s business reveals but a latent 
consuming interest and a rather weak 
atmosphere pervading the market. Ar- 
rivals for the first few days of the 
week were a 225-case lot of crude, per 
steamer Bovic, from Liverpool, and 360 
cases per steamer Consuelo, from Hull; 
also 4,983 pigs of antimonial lead from 
Rotterdam. The former range of spot 
quotations are again quoted easier at 
18%4@20c. for 75 per cent., 154%@lic, for 


65 per cent. and 14%@l16c. for 47 per 
cent, 
BICHLORIDE OF TIN. — Though 


comparatively good sales are recorded 
in some quarters, the uncertainty con- 
tingent upon a tumbling market in the 
basic metal has curtailed buying to a 
large extent and brings to consumers 
views of easier terms. Prices, how- 
ever, will run at least to the last of the 
month at 104%@10%c, 

BICHROMATES.—A fairly satisfac- 
tory movement is maintained through 
contract withdrawals, aside from which 
trading is inclined to flag under the in- 
fluence of the depressing conditions 
generally ruling and anticipation of a 
lower scale. Potash is uncertain at 8% 
@9c., and soda pliable at 74%@7'4c., ac- 
cording to quantity. 

COCHINEAL.— Trade is_ reported 
very quiet, and aside from intermittent 
inquiry and irregular sales of small 
packages there is nothing doing. Silver 
is offered at 44c., with few takers, and 
but limited business is claimed in gray 
black at 43c.; black is quoted at 45c. 
and stirs no trade. Arrivals have been 
practically nil for the past seven days. 

CUTCH.—In view of the overade- 
quate supply and large increase in 
shipments from primary points to even 
date, buying interest seems unlikely to 
run heavily for future needs, The sur- 
plus is becoming more marked with 
each report upon Rangoon exports, the 
last statistics published from January 1 
to October 7 disclosing 5,200 tons 
shipped via London for 1907, 3,500 tons 
in 1906 and 2,575 tons to even date in 
1905. The nature of the present local 
movement, which is confined almost ex- 
clusively to withdrawals only sufficient 
to cover present requirements, is per- 
haps accounted for by a comparison of 
the above figures and consequent ex- 
pectancy of easier prices on the part of 
consumers. Quotations are quotably 
unchanged at 4%@7c. for mat, 5@7c. for 
boxes and 8@10c. for slabs. 

DEXTRINE.—Conditions peculiar to 
other items under this head in the na- 
ture of light withdrawals for immediate 
consumption again prevail here. The 
present range, together with the gen- 
eral conservatism so evident in all 
lines of business at this time, is re- 
sponsible for the cessation in buying 
and tone of uncertainty pervading the 
market. The various kinds, however, 
show marked strength in consequence 
of shortage in raw material, and are 
covered by the following prices:—Corn, 
3.05¢c.; British gum, 3.30c.; domestic po- 
tato, 5@6c., and imported potato, 6@7c. 

GAMBIER.—The late arrival of the 
Gibraltar and the additional receipt 
Tuesday of 3,000 bales per steamer Ve- 
rona and 249 bales in another consign- 
ment Wednesday has in no way eased 
the situation. The constantly soaring 
prices in the face of late receipts has a 
peculiar significance in view of the 
fact that the consignees are the same 













in each instance. Stocks are so well 
concerted and quotations apparently so 
mutually maintained that the 5%@6c. 
market will doubtless continue to be a 
basis for higher views with the heavier 
demand in prospect. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Busi- 
ness of a sluggish nature has continued 
in its routine way and has maintained 
a fair degree of firmness on its former 
basis. German is somewhat neglected 
at $1.85@2 in casks and $2@2.25 per 
cwt. in kegs. American is stationary 
at $1.40@1.55 per cwt. in casks and 
$1.55@1.65 in kegs. 

INDIGO.—Low grade Bengal, Madras 
and Manila have been favored with 
light bidding, but sales in the aggregate 
have recorded no improvement on the 
natural kinds, Synthetic is subject to 
consistent inquiry at 18@20c. Prices on 
other descriptions are unchanged. 

MYROBOLANS.—Broken parcels 
were taken up irregularly throughout 
the week, but no lots touching upon 
round numbers are recorded sold. Ar- 
rivals have run rather heavy of late, 
one of particular importance being re- 
ceipt of 1,414 bags per steamer Minne- 
apolis in from London Wednesday. 
Withdrawals are insufficient to lend 
strength to the situation, and prices 
apparently are not very firmly fixed. 
Late letter advices from Calcutta fol- 
low :— 

Season January to June.—The season is 
closed No. 1 rough heavy yellow nuts are 
rather scarce. There are inquiries for Europe, 
but for want of offerings of suitable qualities 
sales are retarded. We quote:—Rs. 2.6@Rs. 2.8 


per Australian Bhimries, Rs. 2.2@Rs, 2.3 for 
No. 1 quality, Rs. 1.8@Rs. 1.10 for No. 2 
quality and Rs. 1.4@Rs. 1:5 for No. 3 quality, 
or rejections respectively per B. maund, 
weight, loose, for near and near forward de- 


liveries. There are some stocks in the market. 

NUTGALLS.—Blue Aleppo in jobbing 
quantities have moved on an even 
price basis, but record no_- sales 
for future requirements on either old 
or new crop. China galls will be cover- 
ed by a report of the London situation, 
where no sales have transpired for ar- 
rival and quotations are nominally un- 
altered at 49s. per cwt. c. i. f. The 
local market affords adequate supplies 
of both China at 15%@lé6c., and blue 
Aleppo at.17%@20. 

PRUSSIATES.—Business of a spirit- 
less character continues particularly 
in potash reds, which have been prac- 
tically untouched at 34c. Yellow at 
16@161%4c. maintained a more consistent 
following, but was inclined to weaken 
on the whole. Soda runs a routine 
course at the old figures of 94@9c. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The former scope of 
trading in this commodity has narrow- 
ed notably with the inauguration of 
higher storage tariffs, and a continu- 
ance of the old prices, which has forced 
many former dealers to abandon it en- 
tirely, or reduce stocks to jobbing re- 
quirements, and obliging the larger con- 
sumers to directly import. The latter 
is the character of late port receipts 
and locally explains the inactivity in 
this product. For current needs small 
parcels are obtainable at $1,75@1.80. 

STARCH.—The starch movement 
seems to be at least temporarily re- 
tarded by the ruling high prices, though 
it is generally conceded that the scar- 
city of raw products is a substantial 
basis for the present range and allows 
for no entertainment of lower views 
for the near future. Consumers are not 
stocking beyond current requirements 
under the prevailing prices of $2.55 per 
100 Ibs. for pearl in bags and $2.71 in 
barrels. Potato is held at 3%c., rice 
at 6%c. and wheat at 4%c. 

SUMAC.—In the absence of new ar- 
rivals trading is necessarily of a light 
order and has been productive of no 
interesting news features, aside from 
the comment upon the dull outlook 
for an easier market. Prices are sound- 
ly quoted as previously listed at $83@85 
for 28 per cent, $81@83 for 28 per cent. 
and $79@81 for 27 per cent. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—A_ consuming 
demand confined to current require- 
ments has been productive of only light 
buying, along routine lines, and in the 
absence of a price change, allows no 
material for additional news features. 
Large parcels have been secured at 
25c., the outside range of 27%c. being 
applicable to smaller packages. 

TURMERIC.—No renewal of activity 
is in prospect judging from the ruling 
indifference of buyers. Stocks appear 
in ample supply, offering on the old 
basis, except in Pubna, which is said 
to be short of good quality for spot 
transactions. Dealers are naming 6% 
@7c. for Madras, 5%@5%c. for Aleppy, 
Pubna 4%@5ic., China 4%@5c. and 
Cochin, bulbs, 34@3%é4c. 

ZINC DUST.—In sympathy with the 
basic metal the market sagged early 
in the week and was without bidders 
for any quantities. Strength was later 
inculcated, however, with the resump- 
tion of buying; necessary purchases of 
small parcels for current requirements 
being the limit of activity upon the 
former figures of 54@5%c.
